 Codthine of Artillery 
Arms Under Survey 





A SURVEY of the feasibility of com- 
bining the Field Artillery and 
Coast Artillery is under. way in the 
War Department. This survey is the 
result of the request of Rep. Collins 
(D., of Miss.) at the hearings on the 
War Department appropriation bill for 
1932, that Secretary of War Hurley 
consider such a plan with a view to 
making a recommendation next year. 
The question is not a new one, as it 
has been brought up from time to time 
since the separation into two units in 
1907. It is known that while Secretary 
Hurley believes that the trend of both 
the Field and Coast Artillery is in the 
direction of ultimate consolidation, the 
time when such a junction would be 
advantageous is still in the future. The 
beliefs of both the Field Artillery and 
Coast Artillery toward a combination 
are that it would be distinctly disad- 
vantageous to each. 
Different Missions 

The missions of the two are so to- 
tally different that training and equip- 
ment necessarily are divergent. The 
Coast Artillery has charge of fixed 
harbor and coast defenses, and while 
they do have in their jurisdiction a cer- 
tain amount of mobile artillery, it is 
largely anti-aircraft, showing a dis- 
similarity with the Field Artillery, 
whose artillery is all mobile and not 
anti-aircraft. Also, the mission of the 
Field Artillery is primarily offensive, 
while the mission of the Coast Artillery 
is purely defensive. 

These facts lead to a difference in 
attitudes, which, it is believed, have a 
bearing of great importance on the 
personnel of each. The Coast Artillery 
personnel is trained in defensive work, 
whereas the Field Artillery personnel 
is taught offensive tactics. This, in 
the opinion of many, would directly af- 
fect the aggressiveness of the person- 
sonnel in case of a combination. It is 
related that in the previous war, many 
felt that those officers transferred to 
the Field Artillery from the Cavalry 
proved much the better officers on the 
whole than those transferred from the 
Coast Artillery. This is attributed 
purely to the fact that the latter offi-

Speaks at Infantry School 








Ft. Benning, Ga.—The price in hu- 
man lives an army pays for victory is 
cut to one-fourth by the right kind of 
leadership of troops in battle, Maj. 
Gen. Hanson E. Ely, commanding the 
Second Corps Area, on March 23, told 
Regular Army, National Guard, and 
Reserve Officers attending the Infan- 
try School here. 

In a straight-from the shoulder talk, 
remarkable for its many direct and 
intimate connections with historic in- 
cidents of America’s participation in 
the World War, the leader of the 28th 
U. S. Infantry, First Dvision,; A. E. F., 
at Cantigny, spoke on the “Psychology 
of the Battlefield.” 

Frankly asserting the Army man’s 
job to be the winning of wars, once his 
country stands committed to an armed 
conflict, Gen. Ely stressed discipline as 
the direct and effective way to victory 
over the enemy. 

“No matter how brilliant the plan 
of the leader—be he the brigade, di- 
vision or corps or army commander— 
that plan’s success depends upon its 
execution,” the former commandant of 
the Army War College forcefully de- 
clared. “The dicipline of the men who 
do the fighting, the morale of these 
men and of their immediate leaders— 
the platoon, the company, and the bat-

Army Troops Ready 


For Annual Exercises 


With many of the dates still in a 

tentative state, plans are now be- 
ing made by Army commands through- 
out the country for the annual maneu- 
vers, when the results of the season’s 
training will be tested and problems in 
tactics worked out. 

Aside from the huge Air Corps Divi- 
sion maneuvers, to be held over New 
England and Chesapeake Bay region in 
May, there are many exercises of 
ground troops and combined maneuvers 
planned. 

The first maneuver on the program, 
according to reports made to the War 
Department General Staff, will be that 
of the 12th Cavalry, stationed at Forts 
Ringgold and Brown, Texas, accom- 
panied by a detachment of Air Corps. 
These combined maneuvers, part of a 
vigorous program laid out-for the 8th 
Corps Area, will be held in the lower 
Rio Grande Valley from April 1 to 14. 

Ft. Benning Maneuvers 

Next on the schedule will be those 
of the 4th Corps Area, in which all 
regular troops of that area will parti- 
cipate. They will be held at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., from April 6 to May 7. These 
maneuvers will be gigantic in scope 
and many lessons of practical value are 
looked for, as well as valuable train- 
ing for the individual officers and sol- 
diers participating. 

The maneuvers of the Third Corps 
Area had been set for April 6 to 9 at 
Ft. Meade, Md., but these dates have 
been cancelled and no new ones yet 
announced. 

May will see the largest and most 
spectacular event of the year for the 
Cavalry. Beginning on May 19 will 
be held the annual maneuvers of the 
1st Cavalry Division which will last 
until June 2. Employing all the weap- 
ons and tactics of modern Cavalry, 
these maneuvers will cover more than 
100 miles, involving attack and free 
maneuver. They will be conducted 
north and northeast of Ft. Bliss, Texas.

System of Computing 
Army Pay Analyzed 





(Following is the sixth of a series 
of articles being published in the Army 
and Navy Journal analyzing Amy pay 
and promotion as treated in the report 
of the Inter-Departmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board. The articles are published 
solely for the purpose of discussion and 
do not necessarily represent the views 
of this publication.) 


i a this article the various bases upon 

which Army pay has been predi- 
cated for different periods in the past 
will be stated and comment made 
thereon with the view of establishing 
what basis of pay is the most equitable 
one for the commissioned personnel of 
the Army under existing Army promo- 
tion laws. It is hoped that the state- 
ments made herein will be useful to 
Army officers in forming an opinion 
with respect to proper pay principles, 
a subject to which perhaps the average 
Army officer has not been in a position 
to give much consideration. And it is 
particularly important that all Army 
officers become oriented on this subject 
before Congress convenes next Decem- 
ber, since it is probable that phases 
dealing with “pay in grade,” “service 
in grade,” “parity of pay,” and other 
phases of “learned length and thunder- 
ing sound” will be freely hurtled 
throughout the service in the coming 
Summer with shades of application and 
meaning ranging from a slogan to an 
epithet. Truly there never was a time 
when it was more important than at 
present for Army officers to have well- 
grounded, intelligent views on the sub- 
ject of pay. 

For different periods since the estab- 
lishment of the Army, there. have been 
in effect three different controlling 
bases underlying pay legislation for of- 
ficers below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral, which bases may be sated as 
follows: 

a. A single base pay for each grade 
with longevity increases for service in 


the grade. ‘ 
b. A single base pay for each grade 
with longevity increases for total 


length of service. 

c. Two or more base pays for each 
grade with base pay increases and 
longevity increases predicated on total 
length of service. 

The basis or system designated as 
“c” above will be recognized by all 
Army officers as the basis upon which 
the present pay law (act of June 10, 
1922) is predicated; and since none of 
the three bases above indicated is with- 
out its active proponents in the vari- 
ous uniformed services at this time it 
will be useful to consider the rela- 
tive merit or lack of merit of these 
diferent bases or systems in connec- 
tion with existing Army promotion law 
since it is confidently believed that the 
next Congress will be willing to enact 
a well-considered pay measure for the 
Army having strong service support, if 
such a proposal be presented to it. 

Basis a, as above stated, that is, a sin- 
gle base pay for each grade with longe- 
vity increases for service in that grade 
alone, is, it must be admitted, the ideal 
and fundamentally sound basis 7 pay 
in any service possessing a uniform, 
steady, adequate flow of promotion and 
a normal and numerically constant re- 
cruitment. In such a service this basis 
of pay gives proper Seuistion to ragk 
and to experience gained through serv- 
ice in that rank or grade, and also pre- 
vents a junior from receiving more 
pay than his seniors—all of which are 
as they should be. However, it re- 
quires less than half an eye to see that 
such a basis of pay is inadequate, not 
to say ruinous, in any service where 
promotion is seriously retarded and ir-

zona, and to observe the character and efficiency of naval personnel. The in- 
sular possessions, which President Hoover will visit, are not in any too good 
shape economically, believe many editorialists, and an opportunity for the 
President to see their condition first hand will be of assistance to them. An- 
other good point, according to editorial writers, is that the trip will focus atten- 
tion on these little-known possessions, and will serve to convince their inhabitants 
that the United States is taking an active interest in them. 


R. HOOVER is accompanied by Secretary of War Hurley and Secretary of 
the Interior Wilbur, a circumstance that carries more than social signifi- 
cance,” believes the Washington Star (Independent). “Those Cabinet officers 
are at the heads of Federal departments which, between them, conduct our 
‘colonial’ administration. The War Department has jurisdiction over the 
Philippines, Porto Rico and the Canal Zone. In the Interior Department is 
lodged the supervision of Alaskan and Hawaiian affairs. The Virgin Islands 
have just been transferred to the Interior Department. Guam, our lonely patch 
in mid-Pacific, naturally comes under the Navy. * * * 

“Mr. Hoover cannot, of course, in a hurried sojourn of mere hours in our 
Caribbean possessions, come to any settled conclusions on a reorganization of 
our insular and territorial government. But he will absorb some useful ideas 
down there and, being an expert jigsaw-puzzle player, the President will know 
how to fit those particular pieces of the problem into the whole, if such a thing 
is possible and feasible.” 


“THIS Presidential visit is, from all angles, gratifying,” says the Providence, 

R. I., Journal (Independent). “It will enable Mr. Hoover to get a first- 
hand impression of the island’s needs; it will please the people of Porto Rico; 
and it will renew in this country a popular interest that has been too conspicuous 
by its absence. * * *” 

“What Porto Rico does not want is patronage or condescension. Its people 
are proud, with a fine old culture of their own. We must meet them on a plat- 
form of mutual esteem, mindful of their special history and outlook on life. We 
shall thus commend ourselves to them as their helpers and friends and clear 
the way not only for their greater prosperity but for a fuller understanding and 
a closer relationship between their island and the mainland.” 


“JOR in these islands the President will encounter problems remarkably simi- 

lar to some which he has mastered in the past under conditions not unlike 
those that exist in the West Indies now,” says the Baltimore Sun (Independent). 

“The Porto Ricans and the Virgin Islanders, like the Belgians, have been 
overwhelmed by a catastrophe which they might have foreseen, but which they 
were totally unable to avoid or prevent. The bottom has dropped out of the 
world market for their products, and they are knocked as flat as if the German 
Imperial Army had run over them.” 


“THE voyage of the President to Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands will, as 

nothing else could, make the people there feel that they are, after all, within 
the borders of the United States,” claims the New York Times (Independent 
Democratic). “It is not necessary that Mr. Hoover should make a visit in per- 
son to these islands in order to determine a general policy of administration or 
to propose measures for improvement of their economic and social conditions. 
But his journey to their coasts will be welcome. He will virtually be carrying 
the continent out to sea, since the thoughts of the entire population will be 
fixed upon him, and his presence will for the time being make the inhabitants 


“THE trip is well calculated to focus attention upon the special needs of 
Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands,” states the Chicago Daily News (inde- 
pendent). “The latter group has been transferred recently from nava! to 
civilian rule and faces certain difficulties of administrative readjustment. Its 
people have serious economic problems. Porto Rico has not yet fully recovered 
from the disastrous hurricane of 1929, and, while Gov. Roosevelt has done much 
for relief and reconstruction, the situation in the island is far from satisfac- 
tory. Its death rate is more than twice that of the United States. Tuberculosis 
claims a larger percentage of victims, especially among children, than it claims 
anywhere else under the American flag. 

“Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands need material assistance, but they need 
interest, sympathy and understand still more. The President’s visit can 
scarcely fail to promote both forms of aid. * * *” 


- AMERICAN attention will be focused for the first time on one of the 

achievements of the Hoover administration,” is the opinion of the Pitts- 
burgh Press (Independent Republican). “Conditions are not good in Porto Rico. 
The fundamental problems of overpopulation and land hogging by American 
corporations cannot be solved over-night. But the Government administration 
is more efficient and public opinion more sympathetic, than perhaps at any time 
since the American flag was raised over that beautiful island. * * * 

“In the adjoining Virgin Islands, the President is initiating reforms and a 
hopeful experiment in humanitarian administration which eventually may en- 
lighten our entire colonial policy. * * * The Island government, after 13 years 
of naval rule, is to be transferred to civil administration under the new head, 
Governor Pearson.” 


“JUST as in the Philippines there is an element—and a noisy one—clamoring 

for immediate independence, there is in Porto Rico an organization demand- 
ing that the island shall become a republic,” states the Philadelphia /nquirer 
(Republican). “Nationalist propaganda includes a call upon the natives to boy- 
eott the President; to discourage in every way a welcoming celebration. But 
that is the least of the island’s troubles. Mr. Hoover is due for a most cordial 
reception. He is also due to learn at first hand of the economic conditions, which 
are—and ever have been—decidedly depressing. 

“As for the Virgin Islands, the President will be able to see for himself 
in a brief visit just what is going on there, for, truth to teli, nothing is going 
on. American administration, because of the prohibition laws, has just about 
destroyed their commerce. They were robbed of their profitable export rum 
business. It is rather unfortunate that the new civil Governor—Dr. Pau! M. 
Pearson—has just taken office and therefore has had no experience with the 
affairs of the islands. It doesn’t mean much to tell the natives that ‘individuals 
must be industrious, intelligent, ambitious, moral and willing to co-operate in 
order to achieve economic sufficiency and political autonomy.’ ” 


“THE form of his ten-day vacation ought to be interesting as well as bene- 

ficial,” holds the N. Y. Herald Tribune (Independent Republican). “A 
tour of the Caribbean on a naval vessel is an attractive prospect for anyone. 
It should be especially so for the President. His stay on board the Arizona will 
probably make very vivid his impression of the efficiency of the Navy and 
the high and patriotic character of its personnel. His visit to Porte Rico should 
be a pleasure to him and an occasion significant to the people of the island. 
They have bravely fought the disasters of nature. Contact with the President 
will show them that Americans are not unmindful of their insular responsibili- 
ties. The same results can be predicted for his projected stop-off at the Virgin 
Islands, where an excellent administration by the Navy has just been succeeded

Gen. MacArthur, who delivered the 
sole formal address of the occasion, 
was honored in his election as chair- 
man of the Washington section for 
the ensuing year, to succeed Maj. Gen.

Gen. Henry 
was elected vice chairman, Lt. Col. 
John B. Richardson and Maj. William 
A. Beach, both attached to the Ad- 
jutant General’s office, were elected 
respectively secretary and treasurer. 

Gen. MacArthur paid tribute to the 
Army men who lost their lives in the 
service and characterized the soldier 
ready to give his life to the nation as 
“the noblest development of man- 
kind.” 

Maj. Ralph Sasse, West Point foot-

Artillery Survey 
(Continued from First Page) 
cers had inculcated in them purely de- 
fensive tactics. The Coast Artillery 
now meets this contention with.the fact 
that since they have had anti-aircraft 
and tractor drawn artillery, the offen- 
sive attitude has been develo in as 
great a degree as anywhere in the 

Army. 
Training Differences 

Because of the difference in missions 
the training of the two artillery 
branches is different. Each has a sep- 
arate and distinct phase of artillery fire 
to consider. The Field Artillery lays 
down barrages and destroys stationary 
objects, whereas the Coast Artillery is 
compelled to fire on moving targets. 
Again, the Field Artillery often has to 
fire at invisible targets and the Coast 
Artillery, except at the longer ranges 
or under unusually poer visibility con- 
ditions has a visible target to fire at. 
Also, the Coast Artillery have the anti- 
aircraft batteries under their jurisdic- 
tion, which also entails a difference in 
training. According to information ob- 
tained, it is not considered impossible 
for an officer to learn the requisites of 
both field and artillery, but that it 
would be considered too great a strain 
to learn both. 

It is understood that even the ballist- 
ical calculation methods of the two 
units are different, so it is evident that

if a combination were effected it would 
still be necessary to keep the Field and 
Coast Artillery personnel separate, for 
both training and. duty purposes. In 
the days before the separation of the 
two units became a fact a practice was 
made of assigning an officer to one 
branch and then to the other. The re- 
sultant confusion was one of the rea- 
sons why the separation was considered 
advisable. If the two were to be com- 
bined again, it would be necessary to 
keep each branch separate, for it is be- 
lieved that if an attempt were made to 
have officers serve in each branch con- 
fusion would result in even a greater 
degree than prior to 1907. According 
to the general belief it would not be of 
any advantage to combine both 
branches of the artillery if it were not 
practicable to interchange the officers 
with what would be the fixed defenses 
and the field forces. It has been point- 
ed out that in the light of the above 
facts, a single executive, such as a 
chief of branch, could not handle the 
detail incident to heading two distinct 
branches. This, it was also pointed 
out, would result in the necessity for 
two executive officers, one to attend 
to the details of the coast defense 
branch and one to handle the affairs of 
the field forces. 
Back to Mission 

It has been pointed out that the 
whole matter devolves upon the mis- 
sion; that as long as there are coasts 
to defend, and as long as it is consid- 
ered necesary to maintain a force of 
field artillery, it will be best to keep the 
two branches separate. If any time 
should come when the ordnance car- 
ried in the field is the same as that 
used for harbor defense, and firing 
methods develop so as to approximate 
each other, then, it is assured, it will 
be time to combine the two. 

The anti-aircraft needs of the two 
are different also. The coast and har- 
bar defenses need protection against 
high-flying bombers which aim at the 
destruction of materiel, while the Field 
Artillery needs protection against low- 
flying planes purposing to attack per- 
sonnel. So, where the needs and ob- 
jectives of two units are so different, 
it is pointed out, it would be a mistake 
to combine them.

(Continued from First Page) 
with the 10th Cavalry and a detach- 
ment of Air Corps. 

On May 20 all troops of the 6th 
Corps Area will take part in another 
huge series of exercises at Camp Mc- 
Coy, Wis. These will last until June 
10 and will involve combined opera- 
tions of all the arms represented. 

The Second Division with headquar- 
ters at Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, will 
gather at Leon Springs, May 21 to 27, 
where a reconnaissance and attack of 
an enemy post will be conducted, fol- 
lowed by a second attack after the 
withdrawal of the enemy and a pursuit 
of the withdrawing troops. Troops to 
participate will include the 2nd Divi- 
sion (less 4th Brigade and 2nd Engi- 
neers), with the 5th Cavalry. 

Exercises and combined training will 
be held in the 5th Corps Area May 26 
to June 6 at Camp Knox, Ky. These 
will be participated in by the 10th Bri- 
gade, reinforced; ist Battalion, 3rd 
Field Artillery; and 1st Platoon, 5th 
Tank Company. 

Respite in July 

It is probable that there will be no 
maneuvers or exercises in July, for at 
that season virtually all of the troops 
of the Regular Army will be engaged 
in some manner or other with train- 
ing either Citizens’ Military trainees, 
Reserve Officers or units of the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps. 

August, however, will start off with 
additional work in the Eighth Corps 
Area. These maneuvers will be held 
early in August and will feature oper- 
ations between Ft. Laramie and Ft. 
Warren, Wyo. The units taking part 
will include the 4th Brigade, 76th Field 
Artillery and detachments of the 2nd 
Engineers and the Air Corps. 

Ft. Ethan Allen will be the scene of 
the military task of the Ist Corps Area. 
There will be a concentration of troops 
and marches there from Aug. 16 to 
Sept. 14. From Sept. 14 to 16 the 
troops will be engaged in combined ex- 
ercises. Involved will be the 18th Bri- 
gade; and ist Battalion, 7th Field Ar- 
tillery. 

Second Corps Area 

Sept. 5 will see the 2nd Corps Area 
entering upon its problems, which will 
take the form of combined exercises 
and last until Sept. 20. They will be 
conducted at Pine Camp, N. Y., and 
participated in by the 2nd Brigade, and 
2nd Battalion, 7th Field Artillery. 

The 7th Corps Area will embark on 
its maneuvers at Ft. Snelling, Sept. 14 
and will go at top speed, including 
night operations, until Sept. 26. Parti- 
cipating will be the 14th Brigade; Bty. 
F, 18th Field Artillery, 2nd Platoon, 
6th Tank Co. 


Definite dates have not been set for 


the 9th Corps Area, but sometime dur- 
ing August or September there will 
be two sets of maneuvers there. One 
will be at Gigling, Calif., a military 
reservation, while the other will be at 
Ft. Lewis, Wash. The entire garrisons 
of the Presidio of Monterey and the 
Presidio of California will participate 
in the former while those of Ft. Lewis, 
Vancouver Barracks and Ft.

Separate and apart from these strict- 
ly Army maneuvers, a minor joint 
Army-Navy maneuver will be held in 
the Harbor Defenses of Chesapeake 
Bay May 26 to 29.

Army Pay Studied

regular and where recruitment is un- 
even both as to number and to age. 
Indeed no better proof of the truth of 
the statement last made can be found 
than that afforded by the history of 
this basis of pay in the Navy. For a 
long period of time before 1899 the 
commissioned personnel of the Navy 
werep aid on the basis of a fixed rate 
of pay for each grade with longevity 
increase for service therein, and dur- 
ing the same period there was an ade- 
quate flow of promotion in that serv- 
ice. However, by 1899 promotion in 
the Navy had begun to stagnate, and 
because of that fact the Navy promptly 
switched over to another basis of pay, 
that is, Basis b, above, or a single base 
pay for each grade with longevity in- 
creases for total length of service. 

Looking now at the present promo- 
tion system in the Army we find, in so 
far as promotion-list officers are con- 
cerned, a condition of stagnated and 
irregular promotion, and particularly 
a condition of long periods of service 
in the lower grades. As to medical of- 
ficers and chaplains—constituting a 
small minority—we find, however, a 
system of fixed periods of, service in 
each grade that would lend itself ad- 
mirably to the application of Basis a 
above stated. 

But, with respect to promotion-list 
officers of the Army, the relative and 
glaringly adverse discrimination that 
would result to them from the enact- 
ment of pay legislation prescribing a 
single rate of pay for each grade with 
a single longevity increase thereon for 
service in that grade, as recommended 
by the Interdepartmental Pay-Person- 
nel Board of 1930, is emphatically 
shown by a computation that has been 
made in a cempetent Army quarter, 
which discloses that under the rates of 
pay proposed by the said interdepart- 
mental agency and existing promotion 
laws, differences would result in total 
compensation over a normal career be- 
tween promotion-list officers of the 
Army on the one hand and line of- 
ficers of the Navy and officers of the 
Medical Corps of the Army on the 
other, of startling magnitude, as fol- 
lows: 

Excess of Navy line officer over 

Army promotion-list officer.. $40,000 
Excess of Army medical officer 

over Army promotion-list of- 

ficer 70,000 

It seems clear from the above that a 
basis of pay that would work such in- 
equalities as those just shown, not only 
between officers of different services 
but‘also among officers of the same ser- 
vice, is utterly unsuited to the Army 
under existing conditions. 

Basis b above set forth, namely, a 
single base pay for each grade with 
longevity increases for total length of 
service, is the basis upon which pay 
was predicated in the Army until the 
enactment of the existing pay law of 
June 10, 1922. Under existing promo- 
tion laws and the stagnated condition 
of Army promotion in so far as promo- 
tion-list officers are concerned, Basis b, 
if adopted as the ground work of a new 
pay law, would also operate adversely 
to Army promotion-list officers when 
compared with brother officers in their 
own service, and in the Navy. This is 
shown by a computation that has been 
made by the same agency above indi- 
cated, which reveals that under exist- 
ing promotion laws, and even on the 
basis of the relatively low existing 
rates of pay, differences would result 
of total compensation over a normal 
career between promotion-list officers 
of the Army on the one hand and line 
officers of the Navy and officers of the 
Medical Corps of the Army on the 
other, as follows:

If new legislation should be enacted, 
without new Army promotion legisla- 
tion, increasing present rates of pay 
to anything approximating the amounts 
recommended by the Pay-Personnel 
Board report the inequality in total 
compensation above shown would, of 
course, be increased correspondingly. 
From what has been shown above it 
seems evident that Basis b, that is, a 
single base pay for each grade with 
longevity increases on total length of 
service, is also an unsatisfactory basis 
of pay for officers of the Army under 
existing conditions of promotion in that 
service. 


and longevity increases predicated on 
total length of service—was one of the 
new departures in the present joint 
service pay law of June 10, 1922; and 
notwithstanding the lack of tradition 
back of this novel basis it is believed 
that the average Army officer paid 
thereunder will admit that under exist- 
ing promotion conditions in the Army 
the principle of more than one base pay 
for each grade and advancement from 
one pay period to another even when 
the officer so advanced has not been 
promoted, is a distinct advantage and 
a builder of morale. Certainly a cap- 
tain in the World War hump who, un- 
der existing law, can see no chance of 
promotion until he shall have served 
from 20 to 25 years can not look other- 
wise than with favor on the other fact 
that even although his shoulders may 
never be adorned with the gold leaves 
of his desire, he will nevertheless be 
advanced to a higher pay period when 
he shall have rendered 17 years’ serv- 
ice. Truly in this case it may be said, 
taking some little liberties with Ten- 
nyson, that the “jingling of the dollar 
helps the hurt that ambition feels.” 

Then, too, there is a decided financial 
advantage moving to the United States, 
under certain conditions, under the 
principle here being considered, in that 
in periods of rapid promotion—if such 
a happy day should ever dawn again 
for the Army—the Government does 
not have to face greatly increased 
costs due to such promotion; so it would 
appear that, on the whole, the prin- 
ciple we are here discussing offers a 
fairly good example of a “fifty-fifty” 
proposition for the United States and 
its armed defenders. 

But even under Basis c, computation 
shows that under existing’ promotion 
laws the Army promotion-list officer is 
adversely treated in comparison with 
the Navy line officer and the Army 
medical officer in the matter of total 
compensation over a normal career. 
This excess is shown to be as follows: 
Excess of Navy line officer over 

Army promotion-list officer.... $2,870 
Excess of Army medical officer 

over Army promotion-list of- 

ficer 17,543 

It might be well to state, in passing, 
that a feature of the act of June 10, 
1922, which has been subject to some 
attack in the Army because of what, 
it is alleged, is its socialistic basis, is 
the increased allowances granted 
thereunder on account of dependents. 
This provision, particularly when com- 
bined with the longevity features of 
the law which allow certain classes 
of service other than commissioned 
service to be counted for increase of 
pay, makes 1t possible for a junior to 
receive more compensation than Cer- 
tain officers who are his seniors, and 
it is said that this fact causes consid- 
erable heartburnings in certain quar- 
ters. It is not proposed here to argue 
pro or con on the merits of this ques- 
tion of increased total compensation 
based on greater allowances on account 
of dependents and on the counting of 
certain “mex” or “dohbee” service for 
longevity, since these are matters that 
it would be quite easy for Congress to 
eliminate by amendment of the pres- 
ent law. 

It might also be remarked that the 
statement that one hears frequently, 
to the effect that a promotion means 
nothing to an officer if it is not accom- 
panied by an increase in pay, as some- 
tirnes happens under the present pay 
law, seems passing strange, since sure- 
ly an officer in the Army is not.in the 
service for compensation alone; and pro- 
motion, which is evidence of his ad- 
vancement in his chosen profession, 
should still be, as it was in the golden 
age of military adventure, the very 
breath of his nostrils. 

After considering all the different 
bases upon which Army pay has been 
predicated down to the present time, 
and the effects that these various pay 
systems have, or would have, under 
existing Army promotion laws, it is 
believed that the conclusion is irre- 
sistible that unless and until a promo- 
tion law has been enacted for the Army 
promotion-list: officers, who constitute 
the vast majority of the commissioned 
personnel, bringing the advancement of 
‘such officers more nearly in line with 
other commissioned personnel in their 
own and other services, the War De- 
partment would do well in the matter 
of any pay legislation which it may 
propose to the hext Congress to retain 
as the very chart and compass of such 
new pay legislation the principle of 
more than one base pay for each grade 
of commissioned officer below the rank 
of brigadier general, with such adjust- 
ment as to allowances and longevity

West Point Construction 

West Point, N. ¥Y.—Work on bar- 
racks, roads and quarters on the mili- 
tary reservation here will soon be un- 
der way giving considerable employ- 
ment to mechanics and laborers in this 
vicinity, according to Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam R. Smith, superintendent of\the 
U. S. Military Academy. This will sup- 
plement the building program which 
has been under way all Winter giving 
work to about 200 men. 


The past Congress made immediately 
available $750,000 which will be used 
to reconstruct roads and overhaul the 
electrical and gas installations on the 
Post. The present main road, about 
four miles long, will be replaced by a . 
modern concrete road and other roads 
will probably be macadamized. Some 
of the machinery in the power plant is 
over 25 years old and at present some 
parts of the Post has 240 volts D. C. 
current and others 110 volts A. C. The 
éntire post will be changed to 110 volts

The Post water system will also be 
overhauled, many of the pipes having 
been found to be badly corroded. 


Gen. Smith also said that $45,000 had 
been made available to complete the 
new officers’ apartment house which 
will permit bringing eight officers who 
have been forced to live in Highland 
Falls on to the reservation in closer 
touch with their duties. 


During the past Winter despite the 
weather, the Constructing Quartermas- 
ter has kept a large force of mechanics 
busy building 24 double sets of non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters. These 
buildings are now 40 per cent complete. 


In order to give employment and also 
rush construction, the Constructing 
Quartermaster exercised considerable 
ingenuity in procuring large tents 
which were erected over the founda- 
tions and heated, thus permitting con- 
crete to be poured and bricks laid in 
the coldest weather. 

Other construction underway includes 
18 sets of officers’ quarters with an ad- 
ditional 18 sets to be started July 1. 
A brand new barracks will also be 
started at the same time.

The wings 
did not readily disengage themselves 
from each other, and when they at last 
did so, the tail of Lt. Ross’ plane was 
swept into the right upper wing struc- 
ture of the plane piloted by Lt. Ryan, 
who was leading a five-plane formation 
flight. The stabilizer of Lt. Ross’ plane 
was carried away at an altitude of 
2,000 feet, the two occupants of the 
plane descending safely by parachutes. 
The plane crashed near the field and 
in close proximity to a farmer’s dwell- 
ing. Another accident occurred the 
same morning, when a pursuit plane 
piloted by Lt. Geo. W. Mundy over- 
turned while attempting to land on the 
snow-covered field. No injury was sus- 
tained by the pilot, but considerable 
damage was done to the engine and em- 
pennage of the tiny plane.

The auxiliary 
sight is attached to the usual type of 
field artillery gun sight mount, and 
does not supplant that instrument. 
Papello Director—The Papello Direc- 
tor, 75, is to be shipped to Frankford 
Arsenal and placed in the Museum 
there, thus making the device avail- 
able for further study in the Fire Con- 
trol Design Section. 
Leather Helmet—aA satisfactory type 
of leather helmet for use in connection 
with the Sound Locaters of various 
types, has been secured from the Sig- 
nal Corps. Although no longer consid- 
ered as standard for the Signal Corps, 
they are still available in sufficient 
quantity to satisfy Ordnance require- 
ments. 
Sight Mounts—Manufacture of the 
current order for Sight Mounts, Type 
E, and furnishing of the requisite ac- 
cessories, are progressing satisfac- 
torily. When equipped with these new 
sight mounts, the French 1897 car- 
riages will provide two sighting sys- 
tems, the French 1901 type, with col- 
limator sight, and the US type, includ- 
ing the service panoramic sight. Inter- 
change between the two systems is 
very simple and quick. 
Artillery Computer—This instrument 
was designed and built by a European 
engineer; Dr. Kurt Pannke, and is a 
modification of a similar device in use 
in Europe. It is a new departure in 
the United States service, displacing 
no present standard device, although 
it is true that all the functions of the 
Pannke can well be performed by the 
use of pencil and paper. Through ac- 
tual test, the Pannke has proven faster 
than pencil and paper calculation of 
the field artillery problem and has been 
observed to be as accurate in its deter- 
minations as the range table for which 
it is made. 

The device is primarily intended for 
solution of map firing problems, but 
may be used as a ballistic computer in 
other cases. It was made up for. use 
with the 75 mm. Gun Carriage, Model 
of 1916, firing Mark IX shell with Mark 
V fuze, muzzle velocity 1900 fs, but 
is also provided with a_ replaceable 
cam slide so that the Mark III fuze 
may be used, the shell moving at 
1876 fs. 

The range scale is graduated to 15,- 
000 yards.

In operation the gun center of the 
device is placed directly over the gun 
Position on the map, with the target 
arm cutting the appointed target, the 


. un arm, graduated in yards, indicat- 


ing the map range to the target. The 
envire device is oriented to some 
known line, all scales being zeroed or 
changed to indicate the orientation. 
Then, the direction and speed of the 
wind is entered in the computer, as is 
the departure from normal of any of 
the four ballistic functions, powder 
temperature, weight of projectile, air 
density and muzzle velocity. The com- 
puter automatically sums up\these sep- 
arate corrections and indicates the re- 
sult on a suitable dial. Zeroing of this 
indicator dial moves the graduated 
gun-target arm the amount of the cor- 
rection, and opposite the target posi- 
tion on the map, reading along the 
target arm, the partly corrected firing 
range is indicated. This range is not 
yet corrected for difference in level of 
the gun and target. A separate device 
incorporated in the body of the com- 
puter indicates the range correction 
due to this factor, and the indicated ad- 
ditional correction is manually applied 
by again moving the gun-target arm. 
The final position of the target read 
against the gun-target arm gives the 
firing range for that par‘icular target 
and that particular gun. 

Corrected total deflection and the fir- 
ing azimuth are indicated by indices 
reading against the azimuth scale of 
the device. Draft is automatically ap- 
plied as a function of the range. 

Then, having furnished firing data 
for one gun, the computer will give 
similar data for any other gun of like 
characteristics by the simple motion of 
moving the gun center of the computer 
to the new gun position, correcting for 
variances in site, if any, for variances 
in muzzle velocity, and reading as be- 
fore. 

Also, using the same gun, another 
target may be engaged by merely plac- 
ing the gun-target arm over the new 
target, adjusting the map range to 
the new range, checking the site cor- 
rection and reading the required data 
where indicated. 

Changing targets or guns automati- 
cally resolves the proper wind correc- 
tions. 

As the true gun center is covered up 
when the device is in use, the succes- 
sive gun positions are transferred to 
visible positions by a pantograph ar- 
rangement. 

The computer appears to have prom- 
ise as a battalion calculator, where the 
battalion commander may provide cor- 
rected data for his entire command. 

Service test of the device will short- 
ly be under way, and decision will be 
made as to whether the Field Artillery 
Computer, T4, is to be made an article 
of future issue to the United States

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Improved Dental Service 
AT the energies of Rear Adm. C. 
E. Riggs (MC), USN, Surgeon 
General of the Navy, are directed to- 
ward improving dental as well as medi- 
cal service for members of the naval 
rsonnel, is apparent by a review of 
mprovements recently established, or 
in prospect, in dental departments of 
several activities. 

Probably the most impprtant im- 
provement will be the establishment of 
a new dental school at Washington, 
D. C., which is included in the devel- 
opment plan of the authorized new 
medical center. The proposed new den- 
tal school will include all facilities re- 
quired to provide post graduate in- 
struction to student dental officers, 
training for dental technicians, and to 
= dental service to the person- 
nel. 

The new hospital to be constructed 
at Philadelphia will contain a dental 
department lacking nothing in essen- 
tial and modern equipment. The Dis- 
pensary building of the West Coast 
Dirigible Station to be located at Sun- 
nyvale, Calif., is to possess a dental 
department complete in every detail. 

New prosthetic dental laboratories 
have been authorized for Marine Bar- 
racks, Parris Island, S. C., and Naval 
Air Station, Pensacola, Fla. This es- 
tablishment will provide prosthetic 
dental service for personnel of east 
coast activities south of Norfolk, Va. 
The need for such service has long been 
felt. The dental department of Naval 
Air Station, Pensacola, is to be re- 
located, improved and enlarged. An 
entire first floor wing of the Dispen- 
sary Building will be devoted to dental 
quarters. 

Plans have been approved for the 
establishment of modern dental sec- 
tions in new hospital wings to be con- 
structed at Chelsea, Mass.; Newport, 
R. I., and Puget Sound, Wash. These 
new dental departments will include 
operating rooms of suitable space, pros- 
thetic rooms and laboratories, X-ray 
and transillumination rooms, offices, 
record rooms and libraries. 

Various scattered dental units of the 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa., have 
been consolidated into one large dental 
department located on the second floor 
of the Dispensary Building. Construc- 
tion of a new wing to the Dispensary 
Building at Navy Yard, New York, is 
now in progress. A modern dental de- 
partment is included in the construc- 
tion plans. 

Dental departments of Naval Hospi- 
tal, Norfolk, Va.; Naval Hospital, San 
Diego, Calif.; Naval Training Station, 
Great Lakes, and Marine Corps Base, - 
San Diego, have recently undergone ex- 
tensive improvement. 

Dental service at the activities men- 
tiened will undoubtedly be advanced 
greatly through the improvements ef- 
fected and propose |.

mounted on trucks to run on a’ stand- 
ard gauge railroad track. 

At present this type of mast which 
was developed by the Navy last year 
is mounted on “crawler” wheels and is 
towed by a tractor. The new type is a 
supplementary development of the stub 
mobile mooring mast which has been 
in use at Lakehurst and has been suc- 
cessfully employed in mooring both 
the Los Angeles dnd the Graf Zep- 
pelin. 

Although the appearance of the new 
rail mast differs from the original 
mast which was mounted on crawlers, 
the fundamentals of both are the same. 
The crawler mast is of equilateral, tri- 
angular cross-sections 60 feet to a 
side. Under each of the three corners 
is mounted a crawler. The rail type 
mobile mast is of square sections, 64 
feet 6 inches to a side and under each 
of its four corners is mounted a stand- 
ard railroad truck. 

Parallel tests are now being made 
for the purpose of determining whether 
the crawler or the rail type mobile 
mooring mast is the more advantageous 
and to decide upon a standard type. 

The stub mooring mast is operated 
with a crew of sixty men at various 
stations to moor and dock an airship. 
Before the development of mechanical 
handling of airships, a ground crew of 
more than 200 men was needed to land 
an airship from flight. 

Both the rail type and the crawler 
type mobile stub mast can be adjusted 
in height to handle either the Los An- 
geles or a larger airship, and will be 
capable of mooring the new dirigible 
Akron now under construction. 

The mobile mooring mast serves 
several purposes. To land the ship 
from flight, the mast is anchored in the 
center of a mooring circle where there 
are located the winches and equipment 
for landing the ship directly from 
flight into the mobile mast. Connec- 
tions for fuel, water ballast, helium, 
electrical power, and telephone are pro- 
vided there for the ship’s servicing or 
for its riding moored in that location. 
If it is desired to house the ship, the 
mobile mast casts off its own moorings, 
gets under way with the airship at- 
tached, and proceeds to the vicinity of 
the hangar. There, in conjunction with 
other gear, it transports the airship 
into the shed. 





Navy Heads Return 


APM. WILLIAM V. PRATT, Chief 

of Naval Operations, is expected 
to be back on duty at the Navy De- 
partment Monday morning, March 30. 
He left Cristobal, C. Z., March 22, on 
board the USS New Mexico and is 
due at Hampton Roads, Va., this morn- 
ing. 

Secretary of the Navy Charles Fran- 
cis Adams preceded Adm. Pratt in re- 
turning from the maneuvers. He left 
a week ago, arriving at Miami, Fla., in 
the USS Chester, March 22, and was 
in Washington the next day. 

Adm. Pratt’s original intention was 
to return in the Mississippi to Nor- 
folk, where that ship will undergo 
modernization. He changed his plans 
when the Mississippi was ordered to 
Ponce en route to Norfolk in order to 
transfer personnel of her crew to the 
USS Arizona, as it was uncertain as 
to what time the Mississippi would ar- 
rive at Hampton Roads. That vessel, 
however, is also expected at Norfolk 
today. 

Shortly after the New Mexico docks 
at Hampton Roads, it will depart for 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard to under- 
go modernization.

Cruisers Change Places 


AN interchange of two light cruisers 

has been effected at Panama upon 
the conclusion of Winter maneuvers of 
the United States Fleet and as a result 
the Detroit of Light Cruiser Division 
Three, Scouting Fleet, has become the 
flagship of the Destroyer Squadrons, 
Battle Fleet. The former west coast 
Destroyer Squadrons’ flagship, USS 
Omaha, has taken the Dettoit’s place as 
flagship of Light Cruiser Division 
Three, Scouting Fleet. 

The exchange of assignments included 
an interchange of personnel of the 
two ships. The commander of De- 
stroyer Squadrons, Battle Fleet, Rear 
Adm. William H. Standley, his staff, 
the officers and 412 enlisted men of 
the crew of the Omaha were trans- 
ferred to the Detroit. 

A similar interchange will be made 
in July when the Concord, flagship of 
the Destroyer Squadrons, Scouting 
Fleet, will be relieved by USS Raleigh, 
of Light Cruiser Division Three. 

This change in the light cruisers was 
decided upon because the engineering 
characteristics of the Omaha and Con- 
cord more nearly conform to those of 
the remaining six-inch gun cruisers in 
the Scouting Fleet and will make the 
cruiser divisions a more homogeneous 
engineering unit of the Fleet. 

The Omaha was built by William 
Cramp and Sons, Philadelphia, and 
was commissioned Feb. 24, 1923. She 
has won the Battle Efficiency Pennant 
for light cruiser class, three times. The 
Detroit was built by the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Company, Quincy, Mass. 
Capt. J. Downes is now in command of 
the Detroit. Capt. A. C. Pickens is in 
command of the Omaha.

Urge Strict Compliance 
DURING the past few months there 

has been a growing tendency for 
enlisted men of long service to re-en- 
list, collect the $200 re-enlistment gra- 
tuity, and then request transfer to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve, the Bureau of 
Navigation states. 

In a circular letter directed to the 
naval service this week, the Bureau 
calls attention to the fact that accord- 
ing to law, men who have served 16 
or 20 years are entitled to be placed 
in the Fleet Naval Reserve. As the re- 
enlistment gratuity cannot be waived, 
the only way to prevent men from col- 
lecting the gratuity and then transfer- 
ring to the Fleet Reserve is to require 
that upon re-enlistment they submit 
a signed statement that they will not 
request transfer until they have served 
at least two years of the new enlist- 
ment. 

The requirement that men who re- 
enlist or extend when close to the 
service required for transfer to the 
Reserve submit such a statement was 
embodied in a circular letter of last 
year and will be incorporated in the Bu- 
reau of Navigation Manual. Strict 
compliance with its terms is directed.

The Ersatz-Preussen 


(From the Army, Navy and Air Force 
Gazette of London.) 


A BERLIN message states that May 

31 has been fixed for the launching 
at Kiel of the Ersatz-Preussen, the 
first of the new programme of armor- 
ed ships for the German Navy. The 
date is the anniversary of the Jutland 
action, which it is still sought to com- 
memorate in Germany as a great and 
glorious victory for the Fatherland. 
As the keel of the ship was laid at the 
Deutsche Werke in September, 1928, 
about 2% years will have been re- 
quired to bring her to the launching 
stage. For a ship of such novel design, 
and remembering the post-war condi- 
tions in the German warship building 
industries, this may be regarded as 
creditable. According to Lt. Comdr. 
von Baumbach’s article in the new is- 
sue of “Brassey’s Annual,” these new 
armored vessels should take four 
years to build, and the replacement 
programme laid before the Reichstag 
by the Government in the 1931 Budget 
provides for the beginning of three 
more such ships in the years 1931, 1932 
and 1934. He shows that these much- 
discussed units are necessary in that 
the seven battleships of the “Braunsch- 
weig” class are not adapted to modern 
offensive weapons (depth charges, tor- 
pedoes, mines and bombs), as_ they 
were built at a time when such wea- 
pons were not developed. “Only ar- 
mored ships of the Ersatz-Preussen 
type are capable of performing essen- 
tial military duties.” 


As regards the design of these ships, 
Lt. Comdr. von Baumbach shows that 
on account of the immense difference 
in the maximum displacement allow- 
ed to Germany under the Versailles 
Treaty (10,000 tons) and that allowed 
to the maritime Powers under the 
Washington Treaty (35,000 tons), the 
German Navy has attempted to create 
a new type of ship which, while pos- 
sessing a fairly heavy main armament 
(six 11 in. guns, sufficient light guns, 
and four torpedo tubes), shall have 
also the mobility and radius of action 
of a cruiser. Her speed is 26 knots, 
and she is driven by internal combus- 
tion motors. “This class of ship,” 
says this German officer, “is naturally 
more powerful than the Washington 
cruisers if both are regarded as ar- 
mored ships; but it is not on that ac- 
count logical to regard them as men- 
aces to other Powers. They are ships 
of the line, and as such are far weak- 
er than those possessed by other coun- 
tries. Technical authorities all over 
the world have admitted that the con- 
struction of these ships proves that it 
is possible to build a vessel capable of 
fighting and resisting as a_ battle- 
worthy unit, without building an enor- 
mous ship of 35,000 tons displace- 
ment.” Hence the view held in cer- 
tain quarters that these new ships may 
be the successors of the great battle- 
ships of today, providing that they are 
capable of performing all the duties of 
capital ships.

Prepare for Leech Matches 


With five successive victories in the 

Leech Cup Matches under its belt, 
the Navy is not resting on its laurels. 
Already plans are under way toward 
putting a winning team on the courts 
next July 18, when the annual service 
tennis classic will be held. 

In a circular letter issued to the 
naval service this week the Bureau of 
Navigation asks for recommendations 
by commanding ofifcers of likely look- 
ing candidates for the Leech Trophy 
team. From these recommendations 
the Bureau plans to select about 20 
players to compete in preliminary 
matches to be held at the Naval Acad- 
emy in late June. 

Officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps are eligible 
for the Leech Cup competition against 
the Army. All candidates for the teams 
must pay all of their own expenses. 


The circular letter follows: 

1. In 1924, Mr. A. Y. Leech, Jr., pre- 
sented a trophy through the U. S. Lawn 
Tennis Association, for competition 
between teams representing the Army 
and Navy. The trophy, which is known 
as the Leech Trophy, is intended to be 
a perpetual one, to be competed for 
annually in accordance with the 
“Articles of Agreement.” 

2. The Leech matches consist of four 
single and three double matches and 
the results to date are as follows: 1924, 
Army 7, Navy 0; 1925, Army 4, Navy 
3; 1926, Navy 5, Army 2; 1927, Navy 
7, Army O; 1928, Navy 4, Army 3; 
1929, Navy 6, Army 1; 1930, Navy 6, 
Army 1. 

8. The eighth annual competition for 
the Leech Trophy will be held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., on July 18, 1931. Dur- 
ing the seven years of competition for 
this trophy, the interest in tennis 
throughout the service, both among of- 
ficers and enlisted men, has increased 
considerably and the Bureau feels that 
there are many excellent players in the 
Navy, whose abilities are not generally 
known. It is desired that information 
regarding this match be disseminated 
throughout the service and interest be 
stimulated in order that the Navy may 
again produce a representative and 
winning team. 

4. The following deails should be 
brought to the attention of all candi- 
dates: 

(a) Officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps on active duty 
are eligible for the competition. 

(b) The Navy team shall consist of 
ten members. 

(c) Due to Comptroller’s decision no 
candidates can be reimbursed for 
moneys spent for travel, etc., in connec- 
tion with the Leech Cup Match, and all 
orders will be issued candidates to pro- 
ceed at their own expense. The Army 
team will be and has always been as- 
sembled under these conditions. 

5. All candidates are urged to en- 
gage in play at every opportunity in 
order that they may be in their best 
form for the preliminary matches at 
Annapolis, and for the tournament with 
the Army in case they win a place on 
the team. 

6. Commanding Officers are request- 
ed to report the names of officers and 
men who are considered likely candi- 
dates, stating whether the individual 
desires to play in the match, making 
travel, etc. at his own expense, 
whether he can be spared for the nec- 
essary length of time (about June 20 to 
July 21), with any other pertinent in- 
formation and to forward these reports 
to reach the Bureau not later than May 
20, 1931. 

7. It is hoped to select approximately 
20 candidates, based on previous rec- 
ords and the recommendations of Com- 
manding Officers, to compete for a 
place on the team.

Foreign Notes 


THE passage of the Nelson through 
the Panama Canal last week has 
raised the question whether she is the 
largest ship to have’ gone through this 
waterway. One American report was 
quite dogmatic on the point that the 
Nelson is the widest ship ever to have 
passed through, but not the biggest, 
as the latter record is held by the 
British battle-cruiser Hood, which on 
her return from the Empire cruise in 
1924 came through the Canal from 
west to east. Actually, there is a doubt 
in both cases. If the Amertcan writer 
had said that the Hood was the heavi- 
est ship, the claim would have been 
correct, as her displacement (41,200 
tons according to the Washington Con- 
ference standard, which means without 
fuel and reserve feed water) is 7,300 
tons greater than that of any other 
vessel at. present in existence. But in 
mere size, the Hood is eclipsed by the 
United States aircraft-carriers Lexing- 
ton and Saratoga. They have a length 
of 888 feet over all, and a beam of 106 
feet. The Hood’s length is 860% feet 
over all, and her beam 105% feet. The 
Nelson is only 710 feet over all, and 
her beam is the same as that of the 
Lexington and Saratoga, so that she 
is not the widest vessel to have gone 
through the Canal, only the widest 
capital ship. As the Canal locks are 
only 110 feet wide, and 1,000 feet long, 
the job of passing any of the vessels 
mentioned through them is not an easy 
one, and the officers concerned must all 
have been relieved when it was accom- 
plished safely. (From the Army, Navy 
and Air Force Gazette of London.) 





Italy is preparing assiduously for the 
Schneider Cup contest. Three new ma- 
chines are under construction. The first 
is a Savoia Marchetti, the second a 
Piat of the type of the C.YR.29, and 
the third is one built after the plans 
of General Crocco, Chief Aeronautical 
Engineer. The Crocco aeroplane will 
be equipped with an eighteen-cylinder 
motor and even in form will be an un- 
usual type of machine. It is stated 
that the crews of these planes have 
already been chosen and that the first 
tests have begun at Desenzano on the 
Lake of Garda, where the speed tests 
are to be held. Everything points to 
Italy making a great effort to regain 
the trophy. 

The ships launched for the French 
Navy during 1930 number seventeen, 
and include the cruiser Dupleix of 10,- 
000 tons. Most of the remainder are 
submarines, and the total tonnage is 
45,000 tons. The new programme in- 
cludes one cruiser of 10,000 tons of 
modified type, the Algerie, 11 subma- 
rines with long cruising range, one 
surface minelayer, one minesweeper 
netlayer, two despatch vessels (for 
duty in the colonies). There are also 
four coast defence submarines, the 
the whole amounting to 44,000 tons. 
This is really the 1930 programme de- 
layed in accordance with the London 
Conference. 

From now until the end of April one 
flotilla leader and 10 new destroyers 
will be completed for service by pri- 
vate shipyards in Great Britain. Two 
of these are for the Canadian Navy, 
the Saquenay and Skeena, and are cue 
to be finished in March and April re- 
spectively. The others all belong to 
the 1928 naval programme. Their com- 
pletion will result in a big loss of 
work to the private yards, as the pro- 
gramme of the next year was cut down 
to one leader and four destroyers, and 
two of the latter were transferred to 
the public yards, leaving only three 
ships for the contractors out of the nine 
originally approved by Parliament. 

H.M.S. Hood, which has been in dock- 
yard hands for large repairs since May, 
1929, will be commissioned for trials 
at Portsmouth on March 10 by Capt, 
B. G. Washington, C.M.G., D.S.O. This 
officer will be succeeded by Capt. J. 
F. C. Patterson, O.B.E., at the end of 
April, who will command her when 
she resumes her duties in the Battle 
Cruiser Squadron. H.M.S. Hood was 
first commissioned in 1920, and is still 
the largest warship afloat. Her pres- 
ent refit has cost over half a million.— 
Navy League of Great Britain.

| VIEW OF the enormous salaries and bonuses which are being paid to indus- 

trial] leaders, we confess to amazement at the newspaper campaign which has 
been inaugurated against retired officers of the Army and Navy, who, employed 
in official capacities, are held up to the public as recipients of double pay. There 
seems to be an extraordinary misconception of retired pay in the minds of those 
responsible for the campaign. The officer who retires for age or of his own ap- 
plication, except in a comparatively few cases, must have served forty years. 
During those years, as the country knows, he has been forced to live on absurdly 
inadequate pay. He has done so during the productive period of his life. Recog- 
nizing his inability to save, because of his poor stipend, and in order that he 
may not be destitute in his old age, the Government puts aside a certain sum 
for his maintenance and that of his family. That sum is wholly disproportionate 
te the service he has rendered, and the millions, sometimes tens of millions, in 
value of machinery and equipment he has controlled. Moreover, as the country 
and Congress understand, retired officers and enlisted men today are receiving 
compensation which is far below in purchasing power what they received on re- 
tirement and what they were entitled to and assured of for life when they went 
on the retired list. It is only fair that retired pay should be adjusted in accord- 
ance with the present high cost of living. 





Bet TO GO BACK to the newspaper campaign. Retired for age or disability 
many officers and enlisted men are in full vigor of health, mentally and 
physically. They have the background of handling large affairs, of controlling 
vast expenditures, of making decisions of vital moment. They have the confi- 
dence of the Nation in their honesty and integrity. Here then is a reservoir from 
which the country can draw brains and experience. Presidents have drawn upon 
it, the people themselves have, in the election of members of Congress, turned to 
it. Obviously, a political job is for a limited term. Should a retired officer 
drafted for public service because of the need of that service for him and his 
ability and character, be penalized for life by being compelled to sur- 
render his retired pay? The mere statement of the question carries its own refuta- 
tion. Those in charge of the newspaper campaign should consider all the facts, 
and such consideration, we are sure, will cause cessation of a movement which, 
in the end, will further retard the grant of the increase in pay which the Serv- 
iees so badly need.

J. S. A.—We are informed by the 
Adjutant General’s Office that they do 
not prosecute deserters from the serv- 
ice after five years have elapsed if the 
deserter has not left the continental 
unit of the United States during this 
period. If the party concerned would 
apply to that office he would be given a 
deserter’s discharge from the Army. 
Eligibility for the issuance of an Ad- 
justed Compensation Certificate dee 
pends upon honorably concluded World 
War service and a subsequent dishone 
orable discharge for desertion would 
not affect the man im the case.

A. A. M.—Pensions are granted all 
widows of service men only when the 
widow was a dependent of the veteran 
in question. If the wife was divorced 
she would be ineligible for any com- 
pensation from the Government, un- 
less she had been named a beneficiary 
in an Adjusted Compensation Certifi- 
cate. Dependent minor children of a 
veteran would be eligible for pension 
in the above case. Application for 
such pensions would be made to the 
Pension Office, Washington, D. C.

Medical Reserve Policy 


‘THE Adjutant General’s Office has 

repeated the indorsement setting 
forth the policy governing the certifica- 
tion under paragraph 15c, AR 140-5, of 
officers of the Medical Department Re- 
serve. 

Two classes of officers are described 
in general, the first consisting of those 
assigned to technical units, and the 
other those assigned to units where in 
addition to their medical knowledge it 
is necessary to have a knowledge of 
military requirements. The first 
group may be certified when they are 
engaged in the practice of their pro- 
fession in civil life, and who would 
be utilized along the same lines in an 
emergency. The second group must 
have, in addition to their professional 
knowledge, met the minimum require- 
ment of 200 credit hours, or by secur- 
ing a certificate of capacity for their 
present or next higher grade.

Attempt to Thwart Constitution—Interpretation of the oath of allegiance to the 
“Constitution and laws of the United States” so as to permit aliens with con- 
scientious objections to bearing arms in time of war to become naturalized citi- 
zens has been asked the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The American Friends’ Service Committee, agency of the Religious Society 
of Friends, filed a brief with the Supreme Court this week, as amicus_curiae, 
in support of two cases brought to the court on writs of certioriari. Under the 
decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit, Douglas C. Mac- 
Intosh, Yale professor, and Marie Averil Bland, a war-time nurse, were admitted 
to naturalization, though refusing to subscribe to the provision in the oath of 
allegiance promising to bear arms in time of war. The cases were appealed by 
the Government. 

In the brief it is held that the Government says that the oath and obligation 
of allegiance are unqualified and means and contends that our Nation, instead 
of desiring thinking citizens, demands unqualified subjection, so that the ma- 
jority of the people shall rule in all spheres and on all issues. No exception is 
allowed to the rigorous sovereignty of the State. 

This view has been developed by German philosophers, and spread by German 
military leaders to glorify aggressive war, the Quaker society contends. “To 
this Prussian concept and its applications the English and American ideas of 
liberty and the practice of democratic governments are in complete opposition,” 
the brief states. 

In conclusion, the society avers that “the demand for an oath or affirmation 
presupposes the existence of a conscience and can not be reconciled with a denial 
of the privilege of obeying that conscience.

May Design New Hospitals for Treatment of Navy Dependents.—Hospitalization 
for dependents of naval personriel for which legislative authority has been 
sought for several years, is likely to be approved during the next session of 
Congress. At least that is the belief of many of those familiar with legislative 
prospects. A bill to this effect has been before the House Naval Committee for 
the past six years. It was reported to the House during the 70th Congress, but 
later withdrawn, while in the last Congress the pressure of other naval legisla- 
tion held back any action. Next year, however, with much of this disposed of, a 
better fate for the measure is looked for. With this prospect in view, the 
Surgeon General of the Navy is seriously considering, in the drafting of plans 


for the two new naval hospitals authorized for Washington and Philadelphia, the © 


inclusion of facilities for taking care of women and children. This can be done 
without any expense or special work, in the event the dependent’s bill should 
fail, as the planning would simply mean designing rooms which could be used for 
obsteric cases and children’s wards, etc. The special equipment of course would 
not be procured until hospitalization of dependents was actually a fact.

Navy High Command Shifts Expected Soon.—With Secretary Charles Francis 
Adams back in Washington from the maneuvers, and Adm. William V. Pratt 
expected back today, an announcement is looked for in the near future as to 
changes in the high commands for next year. Both Adm. Frank H. Schofield, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Battle Force, and Adm. Charles B. McVay, jr., Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, are due for shore duty, and considerable 
gossip has been aroused over who is to succeed them. Dame Rumor hath it that 
Adm. Schofield will take Rear. Adm. Montgomery Meigs Taylor’s job in charge 
of War Plans at the Navy Department, while Adm. McVay will come to Wash- 
ington for duty with the General Board. As to who will move up to their four- 
starred commands, predictions are varied. Scme have it that Vice Adm. Rich- 
ard H. Leigh, commander of the Battleships, Battle Force, will take Adm. Scho- 
field’s post, and Adm. Taylor will go to the Asiatic Station. Others have Adm. 
Leigh going to the Asiatic, and Adm. Taylor taking over command of the Battle 
Force, while still others predict entirely different line-ups, involving changes 
all along the line. Other changes however, are not looked for. Adm. Jehu Chase, 
Vice Adm. Arthur L. Willard, and Vice Adm. George R. Marvell have all had less 
than a year in the present posts and are expected to remain. The only other 
change which may come about, is if Adm. Leigh adds a star. It is predicted 
that Rear Adm. Luke McNamee will assume command of the Battleship Divisions 


in this case.

Anti-Gas and Traffic in Arms Treaties—The United States has been called to 
account by the League of Nations because it has not ratified two treaties in which 
Europe is interested and which would further weaken our national defense. One 
forbids gas and bacteriological warfare and the other supervises international 

in arms. The former would control our chemical development and ex- 
pose our trade secrets to European competitors, and the other would strike at 
the roots of the right of revolution against even the most sordid and brutal 
tyranny. The anti-gas convention has received the disapproval of the Senate, and 
the arms traffic proposal is still pending without much hope of ratification. Gen- 
eva says that our failure to act is making the “worst impression” in League of 
Nations Circles, because, particularly in respect to the anti-gas treaty, it was 
urged by the late Senator Burton, of Ohio. We regret the impression, but the 
value of chemical warfare—especially in connection with our geographical situa- 
tion, is so outstanding for our National defense, and the importance to our in- 
dustry and trade of preserving our chemical secrets is so great that the Senate 
and the country as a whole, recognized the unwisdom of giving approval to the 


* convention—even though negotiated by a distinguished legislator. 
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War Department Promotion Plan.—The promotion plan which the War Depart- 
ment will submit for consideration of Congress has received careful study in the 
Statistics Branch of the General Staff. Although it is naturally difficult to pre- 
dict accurately when a given officer will enter a particular grade, it is under- 
stood that starred lieutenant colonels, those whose ages satisfy the age groups 
corresponding to their positions in the promotion list, should, during the first 
ten years of the operation of the plan enter the grade of colonel at the average 
ages of 51 to 52 years. Starred majors should enter the grade of lieutenant 
colonel during the first ten years, at the average age of 45 to 46 years. Starred 
captains, during the first ten years, should enter the grade of major at the avers 
age ages of 41 to 42 years. It will be recalled that the unstarred, or older, offic 
cers will be carried up to promotion by starred officers. 

Under the proposed plan officers reaching the grade of colonel in 1935 would 
thereby gain about 4 years in promotion; those reaching the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel in 1935 would gain about 5 years and those reaching the grade of 
major in 1935 would gain about 7 years. First lieutenants will become captains 
at the average age of 34 and second lieutenants will become first lieutenants at 
the average age of 27. Therefore the promotion of first lieutenants and second 
lieutenants will be accelerated by reason of the fact that they will actually 
reach the grades of captain and first lieutenant after 10 years’ and 3 years’ total 
commissioned service respectively. Officers entering the grades of colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel and major under the proposed plan in 1940 would reach those 
grades approximately 5 years, 4 years and 8 years, respectively, earlier than they 
would under the present law. 

: Under the present pay schedule and proposed plan, the annual appropria- 
tions for the pay of the commissioned personnel of the Army on the active list 
would be increased approximately $1,500,000.

In studying this table from the Times, it is interesting to note that of the 


240 vessels of war now building only 13 are to fly the American flag. The 
greatest number is under construction in France, where a total of 98 is recorded 
in the British list. Italy comes second with 58 building, the British Empire 
third with 47, Japan fourth with 20 and the United States last among the five 
large Navies. : ; 

There seems to be some confusion in regard to the figures listed in the 
“built” portion of the table. The British give themselves, unless there are 
errors of transmission in the table, credit for 14 battleships and four battle 
eruisers. Actually they have 16 battleships and four battle cruisers, but four 
of the battleships (Benbow, Iron Duke, Marlboro and Emperor of India) will be 
serapped under the London treaty, while one of the battle cruisers (the Tiger) 
also will be scrapped. For the United States the table lists all of our 18 
battleships, three of which are to be scrapped (Wyoming, Florida and Utah). 
Of those to be scrapped each nation will keep one for a training ship (Iron 
Duke for England and the Wyoming for the United States). Thus the total 
in capital ships now should be 20 for England and 18 for this country, while 
after the scrapping it will be 15 for each nation. 

The cruiser figures also are interesting. Of the 53 listed for England all 
are 16 years or under in age, while of the 19 listed for this country only 15 
are less than 20 years of age while the other four are listed for disposal 
(Seattle, Pittsburgh, Galveston and Rochester). In the destroyer figures it is 
noted in the British table that of our 309 “65” are on the disposal list, whereas 
actually more than 100 of our destroyers are listed for disposal. No note is 
made of thé fact that out of our 107 submarines we have 55 listed for disposal. It 
is also interesting to note that on the “projected” list we are credited with 12 
destroyers that were part of the 1916 program and never were built.

Reduction in Size of Commissions.—The possibility of reducing the size 
of certificates of commission is under discussion at the Navy Department. The 
idea is supposed to have originated from Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Jahncke, who suggested that half-size certificates be issued in cases of ad in- 
terium commissions. Inasmuch as permanent commissions will later be received, 
in the interests of economy, and ease of handling, “gunboat” commissions could 
well be reduced in size, it was pointed out. The proposal was well received and 
cthers carried it further favoring the reduction in size of all certificates, with 
the idea that a small parchment would be more desirable. It will be recalled in 
this connection, that some years ago, a reduced size certificate was used, but was 
* later discontinued as it was rather unpopular. 
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Ft. Monmouth Notes 
Signal School, 
Col. A. S. Cowan,

THE first of a series of outdoor dem-

Col. A. S. Cowan, commandant, the 
Signal School, witnessed this demon- 
stration and evinced keen interest in 
all phases of the problem. He ex- 
pressed himself as highly pleased with 
the smooth and efficient manner in 
which the maneuver was carried out. 

The next demonstration will be 
staged next week by Capt. Louis Cans- 
ler and will present the operations of 
the Division Signal Company in an 
operation similar to that of the brigade 
presented today.

Urge Memorial Contributions 


THE naval service was issued an ap- 

peal this week to provide $18,000 
to complete the building fund for the 
$500,000 master memorial to the men 
of the sea, which is to be erected in 
Washington by the Navy and Marine 
Memorial Association. It was sug- 
gested that each ship and _ station 
designate a representative among offi- 
cers and enlisted men to secure volun- 
tary contributions of one dollar per of- 
ficer and ten cents per man to realize 
the desired result. 

Public contributions of $432,000 
have been made towards the building 
fund of this memorial, which is to be 
dedicated to those who have been lost 
at sea. At the present time there is 
no such monument anywhere in the 
world, and the Department believes 
that this effort to erect in the capital 
of the nation an everlasting tribute of 
honor and gratitude to the men of the 
sea must appeal to officers and men 
alike of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
and that it will be a matter of grati- 
fication to them to contribute to the 
present cause. 

The design of the memorial has been 
officially accepted by ‘the National 
Commission of Fine Arts, and Con- 
gress has unanimously assigned to it 
a prominent site in the capital on the 
banks of the Potomac. 
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Easter Sunrise Services 


HE beautiful amphitheater over- 

leoking the formal gardens at Wal- 
ter Reed General Hospital in Washing- 
ton will be the scene of a great Easter 
Sunrise Service, when patients and 
duty personnel of the hospital will join 
with thousands of visitors from Wash- 
ington and vicinity in commemorating 
the resurrection of the Christ. The 
service, which is being planned by Ch. 
R. Earl Boyd, USA, chaplain at Walter 
Reed Hospital, will be held at 7:30 
a. m. on Easter Sunday, April 5. 


An appropriate program of sacred 
music by the U. S. Army Band will 
usher in the service, while a chorus 
choir of nearly 100 voices will sing 
familiar hymns and special Easter an- 
thems. The Rev. Julian E. Yates, D. D., 
Chief of Chaplains of the Army, will 
deliver the sermon. Other ministers 
of the city of Washington will also 
participate in the service. 


Perhaps the most attractive feature 
of the Walter Reed Easter Service is 
the “Living Cross,” which is made up 
of 600 workers in the various depart- 
ments of the hospital. It includes Red 
Cross workers, nurses, student nurses, 
dieticians, reconstruction aides and en- 
listed men, all of whom are dressed in 
white. - The Living Cross stands appro- 
priately as a symbolic expression of 
sacrifice and service in honor of Him 
who arose on that first Easter morn. 


Another feature that proved of spe- 
cial interest last year was the tableau 
entitled “The Empty Tomb,” which will 
be enacted again this year. The gospel 
narrative furnishes the script for this 
dramatic presentation, while the gar- 
den amphitheater provides an appro- 
prite setting for the action of the 
tableau. The costumes of the period 
are faithfully reproduced in the dress 


of those taking part and the repre-_ 


sentation of the “empty tomb” lends 
an impressiveness to the scene that 
lingers long in the minds of all who 
witness it. The tableau is being pre- 
sented this year by a group of student 
nurses of the Army School of Nurses 
and is under the immediate direction 
of Miss Ruth Taylor, Army Nurse 
Corps. 

Last year over 15,000 people at- 
tended the Walter Reed Easter Service. 
Preparations are being made this year 
for an audience of at least 20,000. 
The public address system recently in- 
stalled at the hospital will make it pos- 
sible for all present to hear without 
difficulty.. The service is also being 
broadeast over a network of the’ Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company with sta- 
tion WRC in Washington as the key 
station. 

Two hundred Boy Scouts from the 
District of Columbia Council will act as 
ushers and distribute programs.

FT. WARREN BOXERS WIN 

For thirty-five years the Denver 
Amateur Boxing Tournament, now 
sponsored by the Elks, has been the 
biggest event of the Rocky Mountain 
Region in that sport. This year at the 
36th meeting of the tournament there 
were over 400 of the best amateur 
fighters west of the Mississippi en- 
tered. To this meet, Ft. Warren, for 
the first time in its history, sent a reg- 
ular Post Boxing Squad. 

The record of this squad in the tour- 
nament is one that the Post can be 
justly proud. When the smoke cleared 
away from the semi-finals the Denver 
fans were amazed to see three of the 
Wyoming regular soldiers alone in the 
lightweight class, with the belt and the 
runner-up place to be decided among 
themselves. Sparks of the First In- 
fantry defeated his team mates in the 
final bouts and was crowned champion 
of that class with Foxen of the same 
regiment runner-up. Gutzman of the 
Twentieth Infantry taking third. 

Reed, First Infantry, alone in the 
Warren fighters in the light-heavy- 
weight class, fought his way to run- 
ner-up in that division. Sparks, Fox- 
en and Reed were awarded handsome 
gold watches for their victories, and 
although Ft. Warren only represented 
three per cent of the total number of 
entrants in the’ tournament, the sol- 
dier club brought home one-fourth of 
the trophies offered in the matches. 
The record of the squad as a whole is 
as splendid as the actual winning of 


‘one of the belts. Three of the preced- 


ing years’ champions fell before the 
clever hard-hitting fists of the Warren 
soldiers. 

Ft. Warren took to Denver eleven 
fighters, fought twenty-nine battles, 
won nineteen, ten by knockouts and 
nine by decision. Of the nine fights 
lost, four of those losing battles were 
by the narrowest of margins. Only one 
knockout was scored against the War- 
ren figh‘ers, 
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NAVY WINS BOXING CROWN 

The U. S. Naval Academy boxers be- 
came intercollegiate boxing champions 
the night of March 21 when they won 
the eighth annual tournament of the 
Intercollegiate Boxing Association at 
Penn State College, Pa. 

The Navy mittmen demonstrated 
their superiority by piling up a total of 
20 points and scoring two champion- 
ships. Tnetr nearest rival was West- 
érn Maryland with 16 points while 
Penn State and Syracuse tied for third 
with 11 counters. 

Navy’s victory Saturday night mark- 
ed the fourth time in eight years that 
the Midshipmen have won the intercol- 
legiate boxing crown. In scoring the 
victory they regained the champion- 
ship from Penn State who had won in 
1930. They were awarded the beauti- 
ful bronze trophy presented annually 
by the Baltimore Sunpapers to the win- 
ner of the championships. The trophy 
must be won once more for Navy to 
obtain permanent possession. 

In the opinion of coaches and sport- 
ing writers Navy won the champion- 
ship because it had the best balanced 
team. It qualified six entrants for the 
seven divisions and scored two first 
places, three second places and one 
third place. 

The outstanding stars of the Naval 
Academy team were Frank D. “Duke” 
Crinkley, of Raleigh, N. C., who won 
the heavyweight championship and 
Herbert Fulmer, a second year man 
fighting his third ht in intercolle- 
giate competition, who won the 135- 
pound or lightweight championship. 

It was only a week before the inter- 
collegiates that Fulmer fought his first 
fight. In the dual meet with Western 
Maryland at the Naval Academy on 
Saturday, March 14, Fulmer was sub- 
stituted by Coach “Spike” Webb for 
Capt. Mike Wallace. The Middie 
sprung a surprise when he knocked out, 
in the first round, Doug Crosby, inter- 
collegiate champion for the past two 
years and favored to repeat his victory 
again this year. 

Mariy folowers of the game believed 
that’ Fulmer’s knockout of Crosby at 
the Academy was a fluke and e 
to see the Western Maryland boy prove 
this if they met in the intercollegiates. 

They met in the finals of the cham- 
pionship at Penn State and Fulmer de- 
cisively demonstrated that his first vic- 
tory was no fluke by knocking out 
Crosby again and winning the title for 
himself. In the first round Crosby 
went down but the bell saved him. He 
wen: down to stay, however, in the 
second round when Fulmer caught him 
with a hard right to the jaw. 

Incidentally, Baltimore and Annapo- 
lis. newspaper men announced that 
Crosby’s sistr and Fulmer are sweet- 
hearts. No one knew, however, who 
the sister roo‘ed for. 

Duke Crinkley, fighting his first year 
for the Naval Academy, went through 
the entire season without a defeat. He 
entered the finals of the championships 
by knocking out Joe Miller of Penn 
State, and captured the championship 
Saturday night by outpointing “Tiny” 
Pincura, Western Maryland heavy- 
weight and captain-elect of that school’s 
football team. 

Another outstanding star of the 
Navy team that greatly contributed to 
its victory was Bert Davis, fighting in 
the 160-pound division. In fact many 
sport writers declared him to have 
given the outstanding exhibition of the 
tournament. Davis fought two excel- 
lent scraps and displayed genuine 
courage under fire by defeating Joe 
Moran who two weeks before had 
knocked him out. 

They met again in the semi-finals of 
the championships with Moran, because 
of his record of 14 successive knock- 
outs, and his previous knockout of 
Davis, a heavy favorite. 

But in a rough and tumble battle 
with the crowd of 5,000 people going 
wild Davis tied up the slugger and 
won a clear-cut decision in three 
rounds, much to the surprise and de- 
light of the spectators. 

In the finals he was outpointed by 
Steese Brubaker, of Western Maryland, 
for the championship, but the contest 
was so close there was a great deal of 
divided opinion and as the sports edi- 
tor of the Baltimore Sun stated: “The 
verdict might easily have been reversed 
without cause for complaint.” 

Norman Hall, fighting in the 145- 
pound class, also scored three points for 
the Navy even though he was defeated

ARMY WINS IN CHINA 

Peking Marines dropped the last 
game of series for the Margetts Cup 
in a tough tussle for the service cham- 
pionship of North China.

EAR ADM. CHARLES PESHALL 

PLUNKETT, USN, ret., died at 

the Naval Hospital, Washington, D. C., 
March 24. 

Adm. Plunkett was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., Feb, 15, 1864, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy in 
Oct., 1879, by President Rutherford 
B. Hayes. Commissioned Ensign in 
1886, he was promoted to the rank of 
Lt. (jg) Nov. 5, 1895; to Lt., Nov. 15, 
1898; to Lt. Comdr., June 1, 1904; to 
Comdr., July 1, 1908; to Capt., April 
27, 1912; to Rear Adm., temp., July 1, 
1918, and was given a permanent com- 
mission as Rear Adm. April 7, 1919. 
Adm. Plunkett retired upon reaching 
the statutory retirement age on Feb. 
15, 1928. 

During the Spanish-American War, 
he served as a lieutenant (jg) in the 
gunboat USS Petrel in Admiral 
Dewey’s Squadron and participated in 
the Battle of Manila Bay. Upon his 
return to the United States in Nov. 
1899, he was appointed Inspector of 
Equipment, Bath (Maine) Iron Works. 

As a Lt. Comdr., Rear Adm. Plunk- 
ett served as Executive Officer of the 
USS Georgia from 1906 to 1908, when 
he was appointed Inspector of Equip- 
ment, Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Quincy, Mass. 

Adm. Plunkett commanded the USS 
South Dakota from Jan. to Dec., 1915, 
and was transferred to command the 
North Dakota where he served until 
Jan., 1915. After this duty, he was 
ordered to attend the course of in- 
struction at the Naval War College, 
Newport, R. I. 

In Sept., 1915, as a captain, Rear 
Adm. Plunkett was appointed Director 
of Target Practice and Engineering 
Competitions, Navy Department, serv- 
ing in that capacity for three years. 
In June, 1918, he was ordered to Lon- 
don, England, for duty in connection 
with the United States Naval Railway 
Battery, and in July was in France in 
command of the Naval Railway Bat- 
teries. These five batteries, which 
were composed of 14-inch battleship 
guns on mobile mounts, were engaged 
with the French and American armies 
from Sept. 6 until the Armistice and 
were the most powerful artillery used 
by the Allies on the Western Front. 

For his World War services, Adm. 
Plunkett was awarded the Distinguish- 
ed Service Medal with citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious serv- 
ice in a duty of great responsibility as 
Director of Gunnery Exercises in con- 
nection with the training of the Na- 


val personnel in gunnery in prepara-. 


tion for war. Also in connection with 
the development, organization and op- 
eration of the 14-inch naval railway 
batteries, which he commanded in land 
operations on the European battle 
front.” 

He also was awarded the decoration 
of the “Grand Officer of the Tower and 
Sword” by the Portuguese Government, 
and the decoration of “Commander of 
the Legion of Honor” by France. 

In Jan., 1919, Adm. Plunkett was in 
command of the Destroyer Force, At- 
lantic Fleet, with additional duty in 
command of Flotilla One. 

In Sept., 1920, he was given com- 
mand of Destroyers, US Atlantic 
Fleet. In Nov., 1920, Adm. Plunkett 
was appointed Chief of Staff, Naval 
War College, Newport, R. I. In 1921, 
he was ordered to duty as President 
of the Board of Inspection and Sur- 
vey, Navy Department, and in Oct., 
1922, was appointed Commandant, New 
York Navy Yard, and Third Naval 
District, where he served until he re- 
tired in 1928.

Gen. Upton’s Lessons 


THE following was printed in the 
Chicago Tribune’s “Voice of the 
People” column: 

I note with Interest in your “Fifty 
Years Ago Today” column the account 
of the death of Gen. Emory Upton, 
USA. As tragic as were the circum- 
stances surrounding Gen. Upton’s 
death, more tragic by far was the fact 
that his great work, “The Military Pol- 
icy of the United States” was left un- 
finished. 

Upton was very much aware of the 
apathy toward the formulation of a 
constructive national defense program 
which existed in the seventies and 
eighties. Following the tremendous ef- 
fort and expenditure attending the 
raising of an army during the Civil 
War, the American military establish- 
ment was permitted to perish slowly 
of dry rot. The army was divided into 
many small posts, each poorly officered 
and equipped with obsolescent weapons, 
the victim of departmental red tape. 
Upton’s volume showed dangers which 
others ignored, and suggested construc- 
tive improvements, some of which were 
later adopted in the national defense 
act of 1920. 

His book, unpublished, was hidden 
for years in the war department files. 
Elihu Root by Roosevelt’s order pub- 
lished the work years later over the 
shuddering protests of bureaucratic of- 
ficials. With the American public fast 
forgetting the lessons of the late war, 
as their grandfathers forgot those of 
the Civil War, with the nation no long- 
er “supremely isolated” as it was in 
Upton’s time, with War Department of- 
ficials ignoring weapons developed 
since 1918, it is time that Congress and 
the administration again turn to Up- 
ton for a much needed lesson.

Award of DFC 
ANNOUNCEMENT is made of the 
award of the Distinguished Flying 
Cross to 2nd Lt. Irvin A. Woodring, 


Air Corps. 

The citation accompanying the award 
reads as follows: 

“Irvin A. Woodring, second lieuten- 
ant, Air Corps, United States Army. 
For heroism while participating in an 
aerial flight. Lieutenant Woodring as 
flight leader, accompanied by Lieuten- 
ant William W. Caldwell, Air Corps Re- 
serve, flying P-120 airplanes, left Rock- 
well Field Oct. 11 under secret War 
Department orders for the purpose of 
receiving a document of international 
importance at Vancouver, Canada, on 
Oct. 15 and delivering it to an agent 
of the State Department at Newark, 
N. J., not later than noon of Oct. 18, 
1930. The orders given the two pilots 
stressed the necessity of disregarding 
ordinary peace-time precautions to get 
the document through on scheduled 
time. Extremely hazardous flying con- 
ditions were encountered in Wyoming, 
snow and clouds completely destroying 
visibility from the ground to an alti- 
tude of 16 thousand feet. Although 
the airplanes being used in the flight 
were of pursuit type, selected for 
speed, and not suitable for extensive 
blind flying, and the pilots realized 
the dangers involved, they were de- 
termined to take no chances in delay- 
ing the successful accomplishment of 
their mission. Lieutenant Caldwell, 
blinded by the storm, crashed to his 
death. Lieutenant Woodring arrived at 
Newark at 7:00 p. m., Oct. 16, 1930, 
and delivered the document. The suc- 
cessful accomplishment of this mission 
in the face of extreme danger reflects 
great credit not only upon himself but 
also upon the United States Army.”

To Start Depot Building 


THAT work on the Army’s new $700,- 

_ 000 Air Corps Depot at Alameda 
will get under way in the near future 
was indicated by the receipt of orders 
from the War Department by Ninth 
Corps Area Headquarters at the Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco, detailing Capt. 
Leander Larson, QMC, USA, to duty 
at Alameda as Constructing Quarter- 
master. 
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To Cover Many Miles 

ROM the day they leave their home 

hangars until the hour of their re- 
turn, the 672 Army Air Corps and Na- 
tional Guard planes participating in 
the Air Corps Field Exercises in May 
will have flown a distance equal to 
more than four round trips between the 
earth and the moon—about 2,000,000 
miles. 

The exercises themselves—beginniag 
in Dayton on May 17 and ending in 
Washington on May 30—call for a plane 
mileage of almost 700,000 miles over 
airways that lead to Chicago, New 
York, Boston, Hartford, Springfield, 
Albany, Trenton, Atlantic City, Jer- 
sey City, Newark, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. 


In addition to this mileage is the 
imposing figure of 1,450,000 plane miles 
to be covered by various units in going 
to and returning from the field exer- 
cises over airways that total about 50,- 
000 miles, or twice the circumference 
of the globe. 


“An idea of the magnitude of these 
operations,” explained Assistant Sec- 
retary of War F. Trubee Davison, in 
charge of Army aviation, “may be had 
from the fact that Air Corps units will 
make noon-time halts for fuel in 26 
cities and overnight stops in 44 lo- 
calities. 


“While 1931 will see the largest con- 
centration ever held by the Air Corps, 
the fact that 672 planes are to be 
welded into a Provisional Division does 
not mean that we would have that 
number of combat planes to go to war 
with if an emergency should arise. 


“In fact, from a fighting standpoint, 
we could muster only about 425 com- 
bat planes—the remainder of the pro- 
visional division are cargo planes and 
school planes which could take no ac- 
tive part in repelling enemy invaders. 
The object of the Field Exercises 1s 
not to create an impressive picture of 
aerial strength which we do not ac- 
tually possess—as we are still short of 
the total of planes provided for under 
the Five-Year Program—but to take 
inventory of the efficiency of planes 
and personnel respectively and to get 
first hand answers to questions of com- 
mand and supply involved in handling 
a large air organization.” 


Movements of air troops will begin 
on the West Coast as early as May 12, 
and will conclude at Dayton on May 
17, the date set for the concentration 
to be completed. The homeward flights 
will start on May 31.

Exams of Reserve Officers 


DURING the past year a large num- 
ber of officers of the Naval Re- 
serve have had.to be discharged be- 
cause they failed to comply with the 
statutory requirement that every offi- 
cer undergo a_ physical examination 
every four years. 

The rules governing what should 
constitute a legal quadrennial exam- 
ination were let down by decision of 
the Navy Department in order that 
more officers would not have to be 
severed from the service for this rea- 
son, and numerous reports and lengthy 
correspondence was necessary to ef- 
fect these discharges. Special dispen- 
sation was allowed as to late examina- 
tions, and the matter involved such an 
amount of work that a new rule for 
dealing with cases of this character 
has been laid down. 

In a recent letter to commandants of 
all naval districts, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation states: 

“It is desired that hereafter Com- 
mandants notify all officers of the Na- 
val Reserve in their Districts at least 
60 days in advance of the dates on 
which they are due for physical exam. 
ination. If after being so notified an 
officer has not appeared for examina- 
tion, or submitted a satisfactory ex- 
cuse for failure to do so within 30 days 
after the date on which he became due 
for examination, the Commandant 
shall submit a report to the Bureau in 
order that the officer concerned may be 
discharged from the Naval Reserve.” 
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Sec. Davison Speaks 


G PEAKING at the Third Annual Air- 

port Conference at Tulsa, Okla., 
March 26, Assistant Secretary of War 
for Aviation, F. Trubee~Davison de- 
clared that the approaching concentra- 
tion and maneuver of planes could not 
be staged if it were not for the growth 
of the country’s airport system. Ex- 
sractp from Mr. Davison’s speech fol- 
OW: 

“The Air Corps Exercises are not 
-alone conducted for the purpose of 
finding the correct answers to various 
tactical and maintenance questions and 
to test the flying and fighting efficiency 
of the Air Corps functioning as a team, 
but also to determine how far we may 
depend upon municipal and commercial 
airports in- maintaining and increasing 
air corps efficiency so far as mobility 
is concerned. 

“Tt would mean little if the Arm 
had fast and efficient fighting planes 
if those planes were unable to serve 
their purpose because of inadequate 
landing and servicing facilities. Bear 
in mind that all aircraft is irrevocably 
tied to the ground and that behind the 
flash and glory of flight stand efficient 
ground forces and up-to-date landing 
fields with efficient servicing facilities, 

“I observed a minute ago that the 
Army Air Corps is an _ important 
branch of the country’s coast defenses. 
So far as the Air Corps is concerned 
the difference between the Atlantic and 
Pacific is little more than 24 hours 
of forced flight. We can fling our forces 
to the defense of either coast in time 
to meet any crisis. 

“But—and I underscore this most 
emphatically—our Army Air Corps 
coast defense is no stronger than the 
system of airports from which it must 
operate and I am not overstating the 
fact when I say that airports located 
in States that are far from the sea are 
just as important links im that system 
as are the airports that serve cities on 
or near the seaboaras. 

“The cross-country flight scheduled 
incidental to the concentration and de- 
mobilization of the First Air Division 
covers more than 50,000 miles of air- 
ways -and will enable the Army Air 
Corps to take a very comprehensive 
inventory of the military usefulness of 
airports throughout the country. Units 
of planes varying in size from 12 to 
as much as 76 planes will make fuel 
or overnight stops at more than 80 
airports in all sections of the country 
—airports that would be on our mili- 
tary airways in case of emergency. 
Knowing the zeal with which you men 
who are interested in the operation of 
airports apply yourselves to the task 
of keeping their standards of efficiency 
to the highest mark up-to-date equip- 
ment and planning permits, I have not 
the slightest doubt but that the ex- 
periences of the Air Corps will reveal 
that present landing facilities will dem- 
onstrate enormous progress during the 
past few years. 

“This does not by any means mean 
that we have reached the last word 
in airport construction. .On the con- 
trary, aviation is still going through 
its evolutionary stages and airport 
planning is no exception. Ground de- 
velopment and aviation progress must 
advance hand in hand. It has done so 


up to now and I am sure it will con- 


tinue to do so in the future. 

“In discussing the plans for the 1931 
Field Exercises and mentioning the 
large number of aircraft which will 
participate, I may inadventently have 
created the impression that we would 
have 670 combat planes to go to war 
with should an emergency start tomor- 
row. Lest that should be the case, let 
me hasten to correct it. 


“The fact is that should an emer- 


gency arise tomorrow, we could mus- ° 


ter only about 425 combat planes. The 
remaining aircraft are cargo and school 
planes which could play no active part 
in repelling enemy invaders. The ob- 
ject of the Field Exercises is not to 
create an impressive picture of aerial 
strength which we do not actually pos- 
sess—as we are still behind in the in- 
crements called for in the five-year 
program—but to test our tactical theo- 
ries, equipment and personnel. In or- 
der to muster the Air Division, the 
Air Corps is.using every piece of avail- 
able equipment outside of training 
planes.” .

‘In ending his speech he spoke of 
George Washington, saying: 

“George Washington was a living 
exemplification of the Constitution of 
the United States and the Spirit of the 
Declaration of American Independence. 
He believed in the humane abolition of 
slavery. He believed in the establish- 
ment of schools and universities and 
he believed in the settlement of dis- 
putes by arbitration.”

Naval Reserve Notes 


A CHANGE in the regulations will 

be promulgated in the near future 
to the effect that applications of en- 
listed men of the Naval Reserve for 
appointment to the Naval Academy 
must be submitted prior to Oct. 1 each 
year instead of prior to Jan. 15, as 
heretofore. 

To be eligible for appointment to the 
Academy an enlisted man must, among 
other qualifications, maintain a record 
of efficiency by attending drills while 
in the Naval Reserve. In this connec- 
tion, it is necessary to have attended 
a minimum of 27 drills during the 
period from June 1 to the date of the 
examination in the latter part of April. 
It is not necessary that the drill and 
membership in the reserve be in a 
Class F-1 status, but the drills pre- 
scribed must be drills as defined in 
Article H-2707.

Officers and men of the Communica- 
tion Reserve may be given training 
cruises in the future whenever places 
are available for them, a recent circular 
letter states.

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Sec. Payne Speaks 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR 

FREDERICK H. PAYNE spoke 
before the National Association of 
Military Schools and Colleges at their 
annual dinner, held at the Mayflower 
Hotel, Washington, D. C., March 25, 
1931. Col. Payne stressed the impor- 
tance of the work being done by mili- 
tary schools and complimented the 
members of the association on their 
recognition of responsibility and their 
efforts to meet it. Sec. Payne’s speech 
follows: 

“IT am glad to be here with you to- 
day. One of the pleasant aspects of a 
detail in Washington is the opportuni- 
ties it affords to meet representative 
groups who assemble here to compare 
notes and derive renewed enthusiasm 
for the work in which we have a com- 
mon interest, 

“Whether it saddens our souls or not, 
we who are gathered here today must 
admit that we are of the older genera- 
tion. Though some of us may retain 
the streamlines of youth and the last 
lock of hair, we know full well that 
to the rising generation we are of 
ancient vintage. Yet, by the very fact 
of having trod the rough road of ex- 
perience we have assumed the obliga- 
tions of guiding our more inexperienced 
followers. No responsibility is great- 
er than the obligation of leadership to 
the youth of the nation; and no single 
group of men, I think, realizes this 
more clearly than you yourselves. 

“At the present time we are the fi- 
duciaries of all the rights and privi- 
leges, all the freedom and liberty, all 
the heritage of ideals, institutions and 
traditions that our forefathers gather- 
ed through 150 years of sacrifice and 
toil. Our own generation thought so 
much of these privivleges and rights 
13 years ago that we willingly paid the 
the great price of three hundred thou- 
sand killed and wounded and thirty- 
five billions of dollars in order to re- 
tain them. 

“But the time is almost on us when 
we must committ to others the keep- 
ing of all that which is so very much 
more than life itself. It is our re- 
sponsibility to see that the safeguard- 
ing of all this heritage is not entrust- 
ed to thoughtless, unreliable, irreverent 
hands. 

“T want to compliment you who are 
here on your complete recognition of 
this responsibility and the practical 
efforts you have made to meet it. 
Among all the groups that represent 
intellectual leadership in this country 
the men who direct and staff our mili- 
tary schools and colleges are particu- 
larly distinguished for their achieve- 
ments in preparing young men for 
leadership in a new generation and 
making them competent to assume the 
responsibilities of American citizen- 
ship. 

“Your training and profession have 
endowed you with a keen appreciation 
of the fact that democracy is the most 
delicate of all forms of gevernment; 
that more than any other it is respon- 
sive to the tone of the national char- 
acter and, b ythe same token, is more 
grievously damaged by deficiencies and 
defects in that character. I like to 
think that it is the arnreciation of that 
fact that makes you so earnest and en- 
thusiastic in your chosen life-work. 
It is this enthusiasm and appreciation 
of the need of proper training for our 
youth that made you submerge all 
selfish considerations in patriotic co- 
operation, and made possible this as- 
sociation which so greatly strengthens 
your hands. 

“Your record of achievement is such 
that I do not feel that I can stand here 
and tell you how to improve your 
methods. It is less presumptuous: aad, 
I believe, of more value, that I remind 
you of the importance and significance 
of your work and the esteem in which 
the War Department holds it. 

“You know we are often told that 
the three agencies above all others that 
shape American character and Ameri- 
can life are the home, the church and 
the school. I would qualify that state- 
ment by adding »~other agency—the 
military school. 

“The school is rightly held to be the 
chief instrument for the protection and 
perpetuation of all our most cherished 
ideals. To accomplish this great work 
the school must be not only designed 
and equipped to impart knowledge, but 
also to curb wilfulness, to shape habits, 
to inspire ideals—in short, to develop 

character. For this work the military 
school is peculiarly adapted. It might 
be said that it has become an indis- 
pensable agency in the development of 
national character. It has at least be- 


come a permanent part of our whole 
educational system. 

“Your military school possesses cer- 
tain advantages over the school main- 
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tained by public funds. Your teachers 
are all men, which means that high 
spirited boys, during adolescence and 
beyond, are under the influence and 
direction of the male mind, which, 
most of us will agree, is desirable. 

“You possess, also, a tremendous ad- 
vantage over the non-military school in 
being able to impose some degree of 
Army discipline on your students. As 
a matter of fact the much-maligned 
discipline of the Army is quite as easy 
to take as the discipline common to the 
military school. Army discipline re- 
quires and develops a sense of re- 
sponsibility, obedience to duly appoint- 
ed superiors, loyalty to duty, and a 
proper and necessary respect for the 
principles of authority and established 
institutions. If the military school de- 
manded less than this in its discipline 
it would not be the great moral train- 
ing agency that it now is. 

“There are those who say that the 
day of the military school is passed— 
that the necessity for it ended with the 
World War, which was to end all wars. 

“If we were assured that this earth 
of ours had been transformed over- 
night from a competitive to a non- 
competitive world—were we thus as- 
sured of unbroken peace—we would 
still need the military school in this 
country today more than ever before 





in our history. Thousands of parents 
show their appreciation of this fact by 
sending their sons to military schools 
in ever increasing numbers. 

“They want their boys educated in 
all the primary elements: of their be- 
ings.

“These old Olympic contests, dating 
from 776 B. C., were not held for the 
amusement of the spectators, but were 
highly organized forms of military 
training, employing implements of war, 
for the building of sturdy bodies and 
the development of manly virtues.

Merchant Marine Notes 


OCEAN going merchant marine fleets 
of the world were greater by 220 
ships, of 2,000 gross tons and over, ag- 
gregating 1,732,452 gross tons, at the 
close of last year than at the close of 
1929, according to a report just com- 
pleted by the Bureau of Research of 
the United States Shipping Board. At 
the beginning of this year, Great 
Britain maintained a commanding 
lead in volume of tonnage with more 
than 18 million gross tons, while the 
United States remained in second 
place with approximately half as much. 
Due to the scrapping program of the 
Government, under which the Shipping 
Board is seeking to do away with ves- 
sels unlikely to be useful for active 
operation, the net total tonnage of the 
American fleets shrunk by 71 vessels 
of about 250,000 tons. The total vol- 
ume of private American tonnage, how- 
ever, was increased by 240,000 tons 
during the year, these additions being 
accounted for largely by Government 
sales and vessels completed for mail 
lines operating in foreign trade. 

Last year a total of 359 ocean going 
vessels of 2,000 gross tons and over 
were placed in service by the principal 
maritime countries of the world. Of 
United States, 139 in Great Britain, 20 
this number 15 were owned in the 
in Japan, 12 in France, 4 in Italy, 21 
in Netherlands, 71 in Norway, 13 in 
Germany, 12 in Sweden, 14 in Den- 
mark, 5 in Spain and 33 in other for- 
eign countries. In spite of the de- 

ressed financial condition prevailing 
luring the year, the United States add- 
ed 15 ships of 143,014 gross tons to her 
fleet, the number and gross tonnage 
being practically double the amounts 
added during the previous year, and 
exceeding in both number and ton- 
nage the new vessels constructed in 
any year since 1921.

The Infantry Journal 
UCH interest was manifest this 
week at the first publication of 
the Infantry Journal since the passage 
of the War Department. Appropria- 
tion Act containing the provision which 
prohibited officers and enlisted men 
from being engaged with publications 
of branches, organizations or associa- 
tions of the Army which carry paid 
advertising of firms doing business 
with the Government. 

Maintaining its usual high stand- 
ard, the Infantry Journal is replete 
with interesting and informative arti- 
cles and illustrations. No change has 
been made in the improved form and 
make-up. The following announce- 
ment by Brig. Gen. George S. Simonds, 
president of the Infantry Association, 
is printed in the new issue, explaining 
the transition: 

“The Executive Council of the As- 
sociation believes that the intent of 
Congress was not to eliminate the Serv- 
ice Journals altogether and so put a 
stop to the great educational work 
that they are doing, but to prevent 
personnel on the active list of the Army 
from being in any manner connected 
with the solicitation of advertising 
from firms doing business with the 
Government. 

“The Infantry Journal is conform- 
ing and will continue to conform 
meticulously to the letter and to the 
spirit of the law. 

“In its deliberations the Executive 
Council considered the following: 

“1. Any action that observes the 
letter of the law but evades it spirit 
or intent is to be avoided. 

“2. As the publication costs of the 
Journal have long exceeded the income 
from both subscriptions and advertis- 
ing, the deficit will now be increased by 
the amount previously received from 
the latter source. Other income has 
of recent years practically covered the 
publication deficit; it is now inadequate 
to cover the increased deficit. 

“3. Important plans and work for 
the improvement and development of 
the Journal have been and are under 
way. It would be possible to abandon 
these efforts for progress, let the size 
and quality of the Journal suffer, and 
keep an inferior product on a monthly 
basis. But it seems wiser to safe- 
guard the investments in development 
and to push it to conclusion with added 
vigor. 

“4. It would also be possible to pub- 
lish the Journal monthly for a time 
at an unsoundly heavy loss. This 
seems inadvisable under present con- 
ditions; and especially so as the Presi- 
dent, the Vice President, and the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Association are 
soon to leave Washington and will 
have to relinquish their offices; they 
feel that they must, if possible, turn 
over a balanced budget to their suc- 


rs. 

“Therefore, to meet the situation un- 
til all of the facts and their effect be- 
come known and until it is possible to 
work out a permanent plan, the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Infantry Asso- 
ciation has decided upon and taken 
the following action: 

“1. The Infantry Journal will con- 
tinue to disseminate professional know]- 
edge to the members of the Infantry 
Association and the Infantry. 

“2. The Infantry Journal will carry 
no paid advertising of any kind. 

“3. The Infantry Journal will pass 
temporarily to a bimonthly schedule. 

“4. The Infantry Journal will return 
to a monthly schedule as soon as prac- 
ticable after the full effects of the law 
have been determined. 

“5. The present editor will continue 
to edit the Infantry Journal until the 
end of his tour. 

“6. The Infantry Journal will con- 
o— its affiliation with other Service 

ou 

“7, There will be change in the 
format or quality of material of the 
Infantry Journal. 

“8. The editorial content and pro- 
fessional value of the Infantry Jour- 
nal will be increased. 

“The Council therefore asks the In- 
fantry to accept, for a time, one im- 
proved Journal where two came before, 
to make active efforts to prepare and 
secure articles for the Journal, to join 
the Association and obtain new mem- 
bers and to subscribe to the Journal 
(or renew promptly) and obtain new 
subscribers. With ‘this kind of sup- 
port from each Infantryman, and with 
any reasonable gain in members and 
subscribers, our Journai will soon be

talion commanders—will decide the 
fate of that plan. 

“When you have good battalion, 
company, and platoon commanders you 
have men who will take their objectives 
with the least cost in life. They'll 
bring success to a poor plan. A pla- 
toon leader, physically brave, may rush 
a machine-gun nest, actually leading 
his men, and he may lose most of 
them. A trained man will take that 
nest with at least one-fourth the losses 
of the untrained. He will hold his fire 
in one direcion and will have men get 
in rear of the nest, or on its flanks, or 
both, and jump it. That’s the differ- 
ence in leadership. The most brilliant 
plan will fail under poor leadership. 

“Discipline is shown in the butcher’s 
bill. Trained leaders, well disciplined 
troops in good morale will suffer only 
one-fourth the losses of untrained or 
poorly led troops. The ratio is four to 
one. That was my experience in the 
World War.” 

War histories as a means for officers 
to acquire knowledge for use in any 
possible future war were decisively 
tossed into the discard by Gen. Ely. 

“You officers—battalion and com- 
pany and platoon commanders—are the 
future high leaders of our Army,” the 
veteran who will be retired for age 
next November said. “Study the er- 
rors of the World War and other wars. 
Go to the sources, the orders as issued. 
Histories tell only of successes. They 
don’t tell of the errors. Only in the 
compilations of the actual orders will 
you find the errors. Study them and 
save lives. Go to the sources of the 
histories. . 

“So develop your leadership that in 
combat you will merge yourselves with 
your mission, your unit, so you do not 
think of your personal safety. You'll 
then be able to pay no attention to 
machine gun or other fire. Your ef- 
forts will be engaged in leading your 
men. It is not until a leader forgets 
his personal safety and merges himself 
into his mission of defeating the enemy 
by skilful, daring leading of his unit 
that he is a true leader.” a 

Another startling blow to tradition 
was struck by New York’s commanding 
general when he cut the ground from 
under all rival sections of the United 
States in their respective claims as the. 
birthplace of the typical fighting 
American doughboy. 

“Men of the East, the West, the 
North, the South are not different in 
combat. It’s their leaders who differ. 
That’s why a division like our First 
would do anything given it to do. The 
same was true of the Second and some 
of the other divisions. These were 
disciplined, trained troops with the 
same kind of high leadership. They 
could make a poor battle plan succeed. 
Other divisions apparently had the 
men, the troops, yet they lacked the 
leadership that means success in bat- 
tle. iat 

“With good leaders able to inspire 
the echelon of command downward, 
their divisional records would have 
been vastly better, their casualties 
fewer, the butcher’s bill much less.” 

Gen. Ely returned to New York City 
the evening of March 23.

Financial Digest 

OM a trading point of view the 

action of the rails should be 
watched closely, according to recent 
Morning Stock Letters from E. A, 
Pierce and Co., whereas it would be a 
mistake to ignore them and concentrate 
on the industrials and utilities. It 
seems that in the near future there 
may be more definite evidence pre- 
sented of the railroad section having 
reached a point where accumulation 
will be the order of the day. It seems 
illogical to suppose the rails will con- 
tinue to decline while the industrials 
and utilities are advancing. Inasmuch 
as the trend of the market is still up- 
ward, it seems likely that rails prob- 
ably will shortly display ability to reg- 
ister some recovery from the depressed 
market prices. 

Current traffic figures are far below 
last year and net operating income is 
likewise showing substantial compara- 
tive declines. The feeling toward the 
rails apparently has reached such a 
point that not one investor in a hun- 
dred could be persuaded to consider a 
rail stock as a suitable medium for the 
commitment of funds, whereas it seems 
a this aggressive antipathy is illogi- 
cal. 





The Christie Tank 


HE knotty problem of the Christie 

high-speed tank remains unsolved 
for the time being, according to War 
Department reports. Additional tests 
were conducted this week at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, and the special board, 
appointed at the request of Maj. Gen. 
Samuel Hof, Chief of Ordnance, held 
numerous conferences. It is consid- 
ered likely that the vehicle will even- 
tually be accepted, but it is denied at 
the department that this step actually 
has been taken. Many believe that 
while the tank suffered a number of 
breakdowns during the tests that it 
has features which can be perfected 
and put to valuable use by proper de- 
velopment. It is understood that the 
phase of the problem which is worry- 
ing the board now is who is to build 
the additional tanks of the Christie 
type after this one is accepted and 
more will be needed for tactical tests, 
It has been suggested in some circles 
that the task be undertaken by the 
Ordnance Department.

School Association Meets 


THE 18th annual meeting of the As- 
sociation of Military Colleges and 
Schools which started March 24 at the 
Mayflower Hotel, Washington, D. C.,

Misses Date With President 


IRCUMSTANCES attending the 

failure of the destroyer Dupont to 
arrive in time for the scheduled review 
before President Hoover on the south- 
ward trip of the Arizona last week, 
make it evident that the destroyer was 
somewhat the victim of fate. 

Although Lt. Comdr. Henry Kieffer, 
commanding officer of the Dupont, 
will pro y always be known as “the 
man who broke a date with the Presi- 
dent,” in failing to meet the Arizona 
in midocean for the ceremony which 
was to be the high light of the trip 
southward, the evidence seems to indi- 
cate that what happened might have 
occurred to any destroyer commander. 

According to the program, the Du- 
pont was to fall in with the USS Tay- 
for which had accompanied the Arizona 
from Hampton Roads and the two 
vessels with crews lining the rail were 
to circle the battleship and be reviewed 
by the President. When the time came 
for the arrival of the Dupont Mr. 
Hoover and the members of his party 
assembled on the quarterdeck and the 
crew of the Arizona fell in ready to 
man the rail, but there was no sign 
of the destroyer. After waiting in 
the blazing sun for some time, the 
crew gave three cheers for President 
Hoover. Five hours later, the Dupont 
finally met the Arizona but from an- 
other direction than expected. 

What happened was that the weath- 
er interfered with the rendezvous. A 
heavy mist hung over both the Carib- 
bean and Atlantic, making it impossi- 
ble, it is said, to shoot the sun and 
determine the exact position of either 
the battleship or the destroyer. Ap- 
proximate positions were sent back 
and forth, and the vessels could prob- 
ably have worked out their exact loca- 
tion when they got close together but 
then the Dupont’s radio broke down
